Guns  of  Allies  and  Germans  Exchange  Large  Num- 
bers of  Shells — Belgians  Report  Unusually 
Heavy    Bombardment,    in    Which 
Enemy  Batteries  Suffered 


AIRMEN  DROP  MANY  BOMBS 

ON  GERMAN  ESTABLISHMENTS 


British  and  French  Fliers  Pay  Attention  to  Points 
Behind  the  Lines  in  Belgium — Few  Infan- 
try Movements — French  Repulse 
Some  Surprise  Attacks 


LONDON!.  Sept.  2».— The  official  re- 
port from  British  Headquarters  In 
Franc*  tonight  reads: 

"Thin  morning  the  enomy  attempted 
'to  raid  two  of  our  posts  on  Hill  70, 
north  of  Lena.  Tbo  attacks  wore  re- 
pulsed after  a  sharp  fight;  we  cap* 
tured  a  few  prisoners.  Two  of  our  men 
are  missing. 


"Wo  also  secured  a  few  prisoners 
during  the  night  as  a  result  of  patrol 
encounters  In  the  neighborhood  of  the 
Bapaunie-Cambral  road. 

"The  artillery  bus  been  active  on  the 
Ypres  front  Tl*  enemy*e  artillery  aleo 
has  shown  considerable  activity  at  dif- 
ferent points  between  the  Ypree- 
Comlnes  canal  and  Ht.  .lullen. 

"On  September  at  artillery-  and  photo- 
graphic  work  was  continued  by  our  air- 
plane*. '  Over  four  tone  of  bombs  were 
dropped  on  the  enemy's  airdromes  at 
Oontrode  and  Cumteree.  and  on  hostile 
camps,  billets  and  railways.  Another 
•Is  tone  were  dropped  on  similar  tar- 
gets. Including  airdromee  at  Oontrode, 
where  the  enemy's  anti-aircraft  guns, 
machine  guns  and  searchlights  were 
most  active,  in  .  spite  of  the  heavy 
barrage  which  was  put  up  over  the  air- 
dromes all  our  machines  returned. 

"During  the  night  our  airplanes  again 
used  .machine  gun  lire  to  good  effect 
against  all  the  enemy  troops  and  trans- 
ports seen. 

As  a  result  of  air  fighting  nine  Her- 
man machines  were  brought  down  and 
four  others  were  driven  down  out  of 
control.  One  machine  was  brought 
down  by  antl-alrcreft  guns.  Three  of 
our  airplanes  failed  to  return." 


TAR  10,  Sept.  28— The  official  state- 
ment tonight  reads: 

"There-  was  no  infantry  action.  The 
artillery  action  was  quite  intense  on 
the  Alegar***,  particularly  In  the  sec- 
tors of  Pantheon  and  Hurteblse.  On 
the  right  bank  of  the  Mouse  the  bom- 
bardment continued  violently  on  both 
•Ides  north  of  the  Bols-le-Chaume. 

"On  September  37  two  German  air- 
planes were  brought  down,  by  our 
pilots.  Our  sscadrllles  bombed  on  the 
same  day  aviation  grounds*  at  Staden. 
Houlers  and  Courtemarek,  and  canton- 
ments In  that  region.  . 

"Belgian  communication — There  was 
the  usual  activity  on  the  part  of  both 
artilleries).  On  September  18-29  a  very 
violent  bombardment  occurred  between 
rfleueort  and  Dlxmude.  Numerous  Ger- 
man patrols  attempted  to  raid  our  lines, 
hut  the  attempts  .were  without  success, 
except  at  Landmark  IS.  on  the  Twer, 
where  the  'enemy  'entered  one  of  our 
sepheadg,  but  was  driven  out  Imme- 
diately. Our  artillery  has  carried  out 
fires  of  destruction  on  several  enemy 
batteries,  some  of  which  had  been  en- 
gaged In  heavy  shelling  near  Knoche. 
Today  our  airplanes  have  been  very  ac- 
tive. TWO  Belgian  aviators  pursued 
late  tonight  enemy  machines  which 
were  passing  in  the  direction  of  Dun- 
kirk:. 

"■astern  theatre — Sept.  IS — On  the 
Struma  and  In  the  region  of  the 
Vardar  there  was  quite  marked  artil- 
lery activity  on  both  sides.  Patrol  en- 
counters, took  place  along  the  Struma 
and  In  the  Oevol  valley."

today's  official  statement.  The  text  of 
tho  statement  follows: 

*There  was  great  activity  of  the 
French  and  German  artillery  on  the

"Knemy  surprise  attacks  on  our  ad- 
vanced positions  southeast  of  St  Qnen- 
tin.  in  the  region  of  Allies  and  north  of 
Caurleree  Wood  were  repulsed  by  our 
fire. 

"In  Upper  Alsace,  to  the  east  of  Sep- 
pats,  we  sueeeeded  In  penetrating  the 
German  lines,  and  after  destroying  en- 
emy shelters  returned  with  war  ma- 
terial.

SEEKS  ALLIANCE 
Of 


President  of  Argentina  Wishes 
Conference  of  South  Ameri- 
can States— Joint  Demand 
on  Germany  Proposed. 


BUKNOS  AYRJBS.  Sept  St.— President 
Irigoyen  is  making  a  renewed  effort  to 
bring  about  a  conference  of  South  Am- 
erican republics  to  consider  Interna- 
tional affairs.  Deputy*  Caatellanoa  has 
Introduced  In  the  Chamber  of  Deputies 
the  administration'*  bin  approving  the 
proposal  of  the  President  to  invite  the 
sister  republics  to  meet  at  Buenos 
Ayres  and  to  adopt  a  "joint  polllcy  In 
regard  to  the  .world  conflict. 

President  Irlgoyen's  programme  is 
for  the  American  republics  Jointly  to 
demand  that  Germany  end  the  war  or 
else  suffer  a  solid  American  boycott 
and  a  declaration  In  favor  of  the  En- 
tente Allies.  Persons  In  the  confidence 
of  the  President  declare  that  he  wishes 
to  lead  the  South  Amerloan  republics 
against  Germany  rather  than  appear  as 
If  he  had  been  pushed  into  the  conflict 
by    the  United    States. 

The  President  la  preparing  a  procla- 
mation declaring  that  the  Count  von 
Lux  burg  incident  is  closed,  and'  dis- 
approving the  action  of  congress  favor- 
ing a  rupture. 

Deputy  Castellanos,  In  presenting  his 
resolution  to  the  Chamber  said  that  Ar- 
gentina should  send  vbn  Luxburg  to 
Germany  as  a  prisoner  on  board  an  Ar- 
gentine warship.  Argentina  ha*  not 
requested  a  safe  conduct  for  the  former 
German  minister.  Seaor  Castellanos 
said,  and  be  added  that  Germany' a  ex- 
planation of  the  Luxburg  incident  was 
Insufficient  because  it  failed  to  express 
an  Intention  to  punish  the  diplomat.

Viscount  Ishii,  Special  Ambas- 
sador of  Japan,  Defines  His 
Country's  Position  in  Re- 
gard to  Big  Neighbor,

PARIS.  Sept.  St.— King  Victor  Em- 
manuel has  Just  completed  a  three 
days'  visit  to  tha  French  battlefront 
with  President  Polnoare.  The  party  vis- 
ited the  recovered  portion  of  Alsace 
and  the  battlefields  of  Verdun,  Rhelms, 
the  Champagne  sector,  Noyon,  Chauny 
and  Ham.  The  Italian  king's  visit  waa 
made  In  return  for  that  of  President 
Polnoare,  who  last  month  Inspected  the 
Italian  front. 


NEW  YORK.  Sept.  It.— Proclaiming 
a  "Monroe  doctrine"  of  the  Far  East, 
Viscount  ishii,  head  of  the  Japanese 
Mission  to  the  United  States,  warned 
the  nations  of  the  world  tonight  that 
hi*  country  will  not  tolerate  aggreaslons 
against  the  territory  or  Independence 
of  China.  At  the  same  time  he  pledged 
Japan  not  to  attempt  similar  aggres- 
sions on  her  part. 

Speaking  at  a  formal  dinner  In  honor 
of  the  Imperial  Envoy's  visit  to  Now 
Tork  the  special  ambassador  of  Japan 
outlined  publicly  for  the  first  time 
since  he  set  foot  on  American  soli  the 
policy  of  his  Government  In  relation 
to  China. 

"Circumstances  for  which  we  were  In 
no  sense  responsible,  gave  us  certain 
rights  to  Chinese  territory,"  Viscount 
Ishii  said,  "but  at  no  time  In  the  past 
and  at  no  time  In  the  future  do  we  or 
will  we  seek  to  take  territory  from 
China  or  to  despoil  China  of  her 
rights."  Then  with  dramatic  earnest- 
ness be  expounded  the  "hands  off" 
policy  of  his  Government.  , 

"We  wish  to  be  and  win  always  con- 
tinue to  be."  he  declared,  "the  sincere 
friend  and  helper  of  our  neighbor,  for 
we  are  more  Interested  than  anyone 
else  except  China  In  good  government 
there.  Only  we  must  at  all  time*  for 
■elf-protection  prevent  other  nations 
from  doing  what  we  have  no  right  to 
do.  We  not  only  will  not  seek  to  assail 
the  Integrity  of  the  sovereignty  of 
Chine,  but  will  eventually  be  prepared 
to  defend  and  maintain  the  integrity 
and  Independence  of  China  against  any 
aggressor. 

While  he  boldly  warned  the  world 
against  any  attempt  to  Invade  the 
rlghs  of  the  republic  of  the  Far  East. 
Viscount  Ishii  promised  with  great 
earnestness  that  the  door  to  legitimate 
trade  in  China  never  would  be  closed 
by  Japan.  This  declaration  was  cheered 
by  the  l.OOv  publlo  men,  bankers,  mer- 
chant* and  captains  of  Industry,  who. 
beard  him. 

"The  door  le  always  open;  it  always 
has  been  open;  It  will  always  remain 
open,"  he  said,  "to  representative*  of 
these  vast  commercial  Interests  repre- 
sented so  well  In  thsl  great  gathering 
of  king*  of  commerce. 

"We  went  to  China,  where  the  door 
waa  open  to  us,  to  you.  and  we  always 
have  realised  that  there  nature  gave 
us  an  advantage.  There  was  no  need, 
there  is  no  need,  to  close  the. door  on 
you,  because  we  welcome  your  fair  and 
honest  competition  In  the  market* 
everywhere.  We  are  trading  there 
where  we  have  a  natural  advantage, 
and  where  unless  we  are  very  stupid  or 
very  Inactive  we  are  bound  to  succeed. 

"Gentlemen.  I  assure  you  that  a 
oloaed  door  In  China  has  never  been 
and  never  will  be  the  policy  of  my  gov- 
ernment. The  door  le  open;  the  field 
la    there."

Foreign  Secretary  von  Kuehl- 
mann  Gives  Expression  to 
Prussian  Sentiment  for  the 
Domination  of  Europe. 


OWECTLY  OPPOSED 

TO  REICHSTAG  IDEA 


Declares  That  Government 
and  People  Are  United  in  De- 
fining Position  as  Shown  in 
Reply  to  Pope. 


BERLIN.  Sept  SI. — The  German  For- 
eign Secretary,  to  the  committee  of  the 
Kelchstag,  said  he  could  not  venture 
to  say  what  would  be  the  Immediate 
outcome  of  the  Papal  atepe  toward 
peace. 

"This  oouragebus  Initiative  of  the 
Pope,"  said  the  Secretary,  "will  mark 
an  epoch  in  the  history  of  this  tre- 
mendous battle  of  nations,  and  will 
appear    a*    an unfading  -  page .  In    the 


annals  of  Vatican  diplomacy.  The 
Pope  threw  the  word  'Peace'  Into  the 
turmoil  of  battle  at  a  time  when 
events  threatened  to  transform  Europe 
Into  a  place  of  blood-stained  ruin*. 

"The  German  people  and  the  German 
Government,  whose  consciousness  of 
their  strength  and  Internal  segurlty  al- 
ways made  It  easy  for  them  to  empha- 
sise their  willingness  to  conclude  an 
honorable  peace,  have  reason  to  wel- 
come gratefully  the  Initiative  of  the 
curia,  which  made  It  possible  for  them 
to  set  forth  again  the  national  policy 
In  a  clear  manner.  I  say  intentionally, 
our  nattonal  policy,  and  I  hope  and 
believe  the  reply  of  the  German  Gov- 
ernment, both  a*  regard*  Its  form  and 
contents,  embodies  the  desires  of  the 
overwhelming    majority    of      the    Ger- 


Collaboration 

"For  our  purely  German  development 
the  note  Is  also  a  landmark.  It  Is  the 
first  result  of  the  collaboration  between 
all  the  factors  of  the  Government  and 
the  representatives  of  the  German 
Parliament.  The  collaboration  Is  at- 
tempted here  for  the  first  time,  and 
with  a  cordiality  that  has  no  prece- 
dents, so  near  as  I  can  see,  even  In 
purely   parliamentary  states." 

This  collaboration,  added  the  Secre- 
tary, both  with  regard  to  It*  principle 
and  result*;  I*  wf  a  kind  which  a 
statesman  having  the  German  foreign 
policy  at  heart  might  regard  with  per- 
fect confidence.  He  denied  that  there 
Is  In  Germany  today  one  policy  of  the 
Government  and  another  of  the  people, 
and  declared  that  this  legend  could  be 
destroyed  If  the  Reichstag  stood  be- 
hind the  policy  represented  In  the  re- 
ply   to   the   Pope. 

Dr.  von  Kuehlmann  also  denied  that 
there  existed  In  the  Government  var- 
ious views,  or  that  there  was  divergent 
opinion  and  aim  among  the  leading 
men  or  between  the  Imperial  admin- 
istration and  the  field  marshals.  All 
were  working  In  the  closest  and  most 
complste  harmony,  and  he  gained  the 
best  Impressions  for  the  future  by  the 
harmonious  collaboration  which  reveal- 
ed itself  between  the  Parliament  and 
the  Government  on  the  question  of  the 
Papal   note. 


"The  principles  of  the  reply  to  the 
Papal  note  as  presented  by  the  Gov- 
ernment," continued  the  Secretary,  ap- 
pear acceptable  to  the  representatives 
of  all  the  parties.  Consequently  I 
believe  I  can  say  with  full  right  that 
all  attempts  of  the  enemy  to  drive  a 
wedge  between  the  German  people  aad 
th*  German  Government  on  the  ques- 
tion of  the  basis  of  other  foreign 
policy  and  the  propagation  of  .fiction 
that  the  Oerman  people  does  not  stand 
behind  the  Kaiser  end  the  Imperial 
Chancellor  wrll  be  repulsed  In  the  most 
crushing  manner  by  the  support  given 
to   this   document" 

Dr.  voa  Kuehlmann.  In  referring  to 
the  note,  said:

The  electrical  service  and 
the  water  supply  have  been  completely 
disarranged  and  the  ateamer  service  dis- 
continued between  Tientsin  and  Shang- 
hai. Small  boats  are  inadequate  for  the 
rescue  work  owing  to  the  turbulent 
water  and  the  great  number  of  home- 
less. 

It  Is  estimated  that  150,000  squaPe 
miles  In  the  province  of  Chi  LI  hare 
been  flooded,  with  a  heavy  lose  of  Ufa. 
The  railway*  between  Peking  end  Nan- 
king and  connecting  Peking  and  Hankow 
have  been  washed  out  In  many  oleosa. 

It  la  reported  that  farmers  living  on 
the  south  aide  of  the  Pel  low  River  bar* 
cut  dykes  on  the  north  side  of  the 
stream  In  order  to  save  themselves. 
Their  efforts  have  caused  the  flood 
water*  to  diverge  Into  the  ancient  chan- 
nel which  was  dug  by  the  way  of  Tlen- 
tsln  and  abandoned  centuries  ago.

GUNS  AND  AIRCRAFT 
MAKE  GOOD  DEFENCE 


Continuation  of  Murderous  Work  Thought  Likely 

to  Provoke  Attacks  on  German  Cities — Two 

of  Friday  Night's  Raiders  Are  Shot 

Down^-One  Lands  in  Holland 


LONDON,  Sept.  29. — Hostile  airplanes  raided  London  again  to- 
night.    The  official  report  says: 

"Hostile  airplanes  crossed  the  coasts  of  Kent  and  Essex  in  groups 
between  8  and  9  o'clock.  Several  attacks  were  made  upon  London, 
and  some  bombs  were  dropped  in  the  northeast  and  southeastern 
districts.  Bombs  also  were  dropped  at  various  places  in  Kent  and 
Essex.     No  reports  of  casualties  have  yet  been  received." 

London's  warning  of  an  impending  raid  was  given  quickly  by 
policemen  riding  through  the  streets  with  "take  cover"  signs  on  their 
breasts,  and  everyone  hurried  to  shelter.  Soon  the  distant  roar  of 
guns  was  heard.  Then  the  explosions  of  guns  and  the  crack  oft 
shrapnel  bursting  in  .the  air  came  nearer.  Then  flashes  of  the  burst- 
ing shells  in  the  night  was  incessant.  Prom  all  directions  the 
defence  guns  boomed. 

Mingled  with  the  sound  of  the  guns  the  whirring  of  Gothas  was 
heard  overhead.  Bombs  began  to  drop,  as  could  be  told  by  their 
peculiar  explosion.  The  fire  of  the  anti-aircraft  guns  seemed  heavier 
than  on  any  previous  raids,  and  it  was  obvious  that  barrages  were 
being  thrown  up  to  defeat  the  purpose  of  the  raiders.  At  this  time 
it  appears  that  the  Barrage  at  least  prevented  the  raiders  from  having 
their  own  way. 

The  staccato  rattle  of  machine  guns  high  in  the  air  was  evidence 
that  the  raiders  were  being  hotly  engaged  by  British  fliers.  In  t.he 
brilliant  moonlight,  civilians  who  ventured  to  look  up  were  unable  to 
see  anything  of  the  machines,  although  they  could  hear  directly 
overhead  the  whirr  of  the  engines.  In  another  hour  the  guns  were 
roaring  in  the  distance  and  then  ceased  entirely.

VANCOUVER,  B.C.,  Sept.  29.— That 
the  29th  Vancouver  Battalion  achieved 
Imperishable  fame  in  the  late  Summer 
fighting  on  the  Western  front  la  shown 
by  the  following  letter  Just  received  In 
the  city  from  a  British  army  officer 
high  in  the  staff  service.     It  says: 

"By  this  time  you  will  have  seen 
and  heard  of  the  wonderful  fight  the 
39th  Battalion  made  In  the  face  or  fear- 
ful odds,  hellish  shell  fire  and  machine 
gun  and  rifle  fire.  How  with  the  11th 
and  most  off  the  SSth  battalions  they 
fought  nearly  a  whole  division,  re- 
pulsed counter-attacks  and  killed  hun- 
dreds of  Germans. 

"It  has  been  a  glorious  fight,  and  the 
whole  world  has  rung  with  It.  These 
brigades  held  the  battlefront  for  a 
month.  We  were  not  supposed  to  do 
anything  much  In  the  attack,  but,  to 
make  a  long  story  short,  at  short  no- 
tice we  were  sent  in  to  make  a  fur- 
ther attack  on  only  partially  prepared 
positions  and  barbed  wire  and  unbat- 
tered  machine  gun  strong  points,  tren- 
ches end  houses. 

•finally  we  went  In.  and  It  Was 
known  and  admitted  that  our  task  was 
to  shell  Germans  and  to  'draw*  the  re- 
serves behind,  which  Included  the  Ger- 
man 1st  Guards  Division.  The  day  off 
the  fighting'  was  agonising,  all  com- 
munications cut  and  so  difficult  to  run 
"The  29th  finished  with  one  officer 
and  <S  men  (out  of  l«  officers  and  «50 
men  who  started  into  battle)  in  the 
trench  when  It  was  over.  They  event- 
ually were  relieved,  but  we  first — as  we 
always  do— cleared  our  battlefield  off 
dead  and  wounded  to  a  man. 

'Yesterday  sir  Douglas  Hatg  came 
and  reviewed  us  In  a  lovely  green  field 
outside  a  peaceful  French  village  near 
where  we  are  now  resting.  A  splendid 
visit  from  a  greet  soldier  *.o  a  magni- 
ficent remnant  of  worn  and  stained 
fighting  men.  A  tribute  to  the  valor, 
and  the  deeds  of,  I  suppose,  the  finest 
unit  in  our  armies,  and  therefore  sny- 
where  In  the  world  today — I  felt  a 
lump  In  my  throat  as  he  returned  our 
salute  and  said:  Tou  have  done  well, 
magnificently.' 

"I  do  not  suppose  you  realise  out 
there  that  the  Canadian  Corps  Is  easily 
— with  the  Guards — the  finest  fighting 
unit  we  have  today.  This  is  a  fact,  and 
not  one  I  would  stats  without  being 
sure.  They  were  not  at  one  time,  but 
they  have  become  so  and  It  is  an  ac- 
complished fact. 

"There  Is  no  better  brigade  In  the 
corns  than  this  glorious  western  lot, 
and  so  as  they  are  presumed  and  re- 
puted to  be  the  best  brigade  It  Is 'fair 
te  say  that  they  are  about  the  best  In 
the  world— I  can't  tell  you  *nore  now. 
At  no  time  have  troops  fought  hand-to- 
hand  like  It.  We  met  amongst  other 
things  a  regiment  composed  entirely  off 
grenade  throwers  or  bombers.  With  no 
equipment  other  than  bombs — no  rtflee 
or  anything— we  killed  them  nearly  all."

CANADIAN  HKADQUAnTKUS.  Wept.

The  first  caroe  shortly  alter  S  o'clock, 
when  an  enemy  airman  suddenly  darted 
out  from  among  fleecy  cloud*  aad  di- 
rected a  burst  of  machine  gunfire  noon 
a  balloon,  the  occupant  of  which  was 
spotting  for  oar  gune  at  great  altitude. 
The  explosive  bullets  set  the  balloon  on 
fire.  The  observer  unhooked  his  para- 
chute and  Jumped  clear.    • 

The  anti-aircraft  guns  opened  on  the 
bold  enemy  airman,  and,  it  Is  thought, 
wounded  him.  for  on  his  way  back  to 
his  own  linos  his  plane  behaved  as  if 
guided  by  a  semi-conscious  man.  The 
whole  Incident  did  not  occupy  three 
minutes. 

The  second  raid  had  a  lass  satisfac- 
tory result  for  the  raider.  He,  too, 
darted  out  from  a  concealing  hase  just 
before  sunset,  firing  as  hs  came,  like  a 
cowboy  on  a  rampage  shooting  up  a 
western  town.  The  balloon  caught  Are 
and  the  observer  Jumped  and  came 
slowly  to  earth,  buoyed  up  by  bis  para- 
chute. There  the  similarity  With  the 
earlier  raid  ended.  An  observation 
aeroplane  nearby  hastened  up,  and  the 
occupant,  outclassed  though  he  was  by 
the  fast  German  alngle-sester,  tackled 
bis  foe.  He  was  put  out  of  action  al- 
most at  once  by  a  volley  that  damaged 
the  mechanism  of  his  plane  and  forced 
him  to  volplane  to  the  ground. 

The  Hun  seemed  for  the  moment  to 
be  undisputed  victor  In  the  duel,  which 
was  witnessed  by  thousands  of  man  in 
our  lines  below.  As  he  turned  to  make 
off  In  an  easterly  direction,  a  British 
fighting  plane  came  out  from  the  south 
at  an  incredible  speed  and  wheeling 
about  tho  German  opened  fire.  Tbe 
Hun  airman  sought  to  manoeuvre  for 
position,  but  before  he  could  swing  *o 
that  he  could  use  his  gun  his  piano  was 
riddled  and  ho  was  shot  through  both 
wrists.  With  splendid  pluck  he  con- 
trolled his  falling  plane  and  came  to 
earth  without  further  injury.  His  re- 
ception was  not  cordial,  but  Canadian 
soldiers  do  not  flfht  against  wounded 
men.  Tho  decorations  he  wore  show- 
ed that  the  Kaiser  had  done  him  much 
honor  for  his  aerial  exploits. 

Speaking  to  his  captors  later  be  said 
that  Guynemer,  the  famous  French 
aviator,  was  killed  in  battle  with  a 
German  plane  and  burled  where  he  fell 
Just  behind  the  enemy  front  line. 

The  fate  of  this  crack  airman  evi- 
dently dampened  the  ardor  of  the  Hun 
airmen,  for  the  balloons  have  been  un- 
molested today. 


PKTROGBAD.  Sept.  St.— Premier  *•• 
lensky  took  the  initiative  yesterday. 
and  faced  boldly  what  may  be  the  su- 
preme test  of  tho  power  of  his  Govern- 
ment. At  tbe  very  besThmtea  of  the 
democratic  congress  called  by  the  Max- 
imalists aad  Council  of  Workmen's  sad 
Soldier's  Delegates  to  question  h*s 
power  aad  perhaps  to  demand  a  now 
Government,  fhe  Premier  accepted  the 
challenge. 

The  Premier  told  tbo  Congress  that 
his  regime  had  save«  Russia  In  Its 
darkest  hours.  Tho  Government  also 
indicated  Its  policy  of  a  firm  continu- 
ation of  tho  war,  whoa  General  Verk- 
hovsky,  tho  Minister  of  War.  pledged 
tbo  convention  to  a  final  victory  over 
Germany  If  discipline  In  tho  army  was 
restored.  The  general's  reference  to  the 
return  of  discipline  sad  his  announce- 
ment that  the  officers  would  bo  named 
by  their  superiors,  instead  of  elected 
by  the  soldiers,  was  applauded  only 
mildly,  but  his  address  as  a  whole 
evoked  mors  cheers  than  did  the  Pre- 
mier's. 


"I  prevented  It.  I  destroyed  it.  1 
was  Informed  from  tbe  beginning  of  its 
existence,"  declared  tho  Premier  regard- 
ing the  revolt  of  General  Korniloff. 
When  tho  Premier  declared  that  the 
good  of  Russia  necessitated  the  observ- 
ance of  order  aad  discipline,  one  of  the 
most  striking  of  tho  heckling  incidents 
which  punctuated  the  address  occurred. 
The  Premier  bad  reached  a  pause  In  his 
address  when  a  loud  voice  in  the  gal- 
lery ehonted:  -You  are  the  greatest  m 
chief  worker  of  tho  country." 

From  a  bedlam  of  hisses  and  ap- 
plause, a  voice  from  the  floor  chal- 
lenged the  heckler  to  arise.  A  common 
soldier  In  the  back  gallery  arose,  and 
with  folded  arms  across  his  breast, 
stood  calmly  facing  a  torrent  of  hisses 
from  tho  supporters  of  Premier  Keren- 
sky.  This  was  only  one  of  the  uaual 
scenes  of  the  convention,  in  which  800 
delegates  had   seats  on  the  main  floor. 

Tho  convention  was  an  unusual  sight, 
tbe  sombre  colors  and  tbe  clothes  ot 
peasants,  workmen  and  private  soldiers 
predominating.  Here  and  there  wore 
the  brighter  colors  of  the  uniforms  of 
officers.  The  galleries  were  jammed 
with  a  variegated  crowd  of  spectators, 
who  considered  it  their  right  to  inter 
rupt  the  proceedings  with  questions.

SOME  URATES 
MEET  JUST  FATE 


One  U-Boat  Probably  De- 
stroyed by  Explosive  Charge 
— Another  Certainly  Sunk 
by  British  Submarine. 


WINNIPBG,  Sept.  St.— The 
Council  of  Women  of  Winnipeg  at  a 
meeting  made  vigorous  protest  against 
the  methods  so  far  employed  by  Food 
Controller  Hanoi.  A  resolution  wan  on- 
sotmously  passed  demanding  that  tho 
Government  take  over  tbo  cold  storage 
plant*  throughout  tbo  Dominion,  or  nt 
least  regulate  tbeea.  before  asking  the 
housewives  to  sign  tho  food  pledge 
oards.  Tho  wesson  declared  their  wil- 
Uagness  to  make  saertaees  to  iinasmn 
food  la  |**>  interests  of  patriotism  If 
tho  Pood  Controller  does  bin  share.  An- 
other resolution  asks  tho  Food  Con- 
troller to  make  regulation  that  all  re- 
tell sat 


LONDON.  Sept.  St— (Via  Router's  Ot- 
tawa Agency) — Among  the  encounters 
of  British  vessels  with  enemy  sub- 
marines the  following  will  serve  to 
illustrate  the  diversity  of  methods  em- 
ployed to  deal  with  tbe  scourge  of  the 
seas: 

First  Instance— A  torpedo  boat  on 
patrol  in  tho  Atlantic  observed  a  steam- 
ship torpedoed  by  a  submarine.  She 
immediately  proceeded  to  her  aid  The 
steamship  sank,  and  having  picked  up 
the  survivors,  tbe  torpedo  boat  circled 
around  searching  for  the  submarine.  A 
white  patch  was  sighted  on  the  water 
right  ahead.  The  torpedo  boat  made 
for  the  spot  When  she  was  within 
fifty  yards  of  the  spot  a  periscope  sud- 
denly appeared  and  the  gunboat,  whose 
speed  wss  then  IT  knots,  altered  her 
sourse  so  that  she  passed  directly  over 
the  submarine.  Tho  impact  of  tho  col- 
lision was  felt,  and  when  tho  captain 
Judged  that  the  U-boat  was  directly 
under  his  ship,  he  ordered  an  explosive 
charge  dropped.  When  this  had  ex- 
ploded another  was  dropped  and  a  sea- 
piano  which  circled  around  the  spot 
reported  large  pools  of  oil  on  the  sur- 
face. A  group  of  mine-sweepers  work- 
ing In  this  vicinity  later  reported  an 
obstruction  at  the  spot  where  the  sub- 
marine was  hit. 

Second  Instance— In  this  case  there  Is 
no  probability  whatever  of  tho  U-boat 
concerned  having  escaped.  A  British 
submarine  on  patrol  duty  sighted  an 
enemy  undersea  boat.  Both  vessels 
were  on  the  surface  and  a  heavy  sea 
was  running  at  the  time.  Tho  British 
boat  submerged  snd  a  quarter  of  an 
hour  later  eucceefied  In  picking  up  tho 
enemy  by  her  periscope.  She  fired  at 
the  estimated  range  of  Sot  yards  and 
•  fter  s  pause  of  a  minute  beard  the 
concussion  of  sn  explosion,  fine  rose 
to  the  surface  and  found  a  patch  of  oil 
with  survivors  swimming  in  It.  These 
were  taken  prisoner  and  they  stated 
that  tho  torpedo  had  struck  their  craft 
just  below  the  conntng  tower.  Their 
submarine  had  reeled  over  aad  sank. 
th«  jMirvjvom  being  blown  up  through 
the  conning  tower. 


There  was  an  air  of  tense  excitement 
in  the  crowd  ss  a  result  of  rumors  that 
tho  agitator  Tannine  was  in  Petrograd, 
and  would  appear  at  the  convention. 
This  died  down,  however,  when  he  failed 
to   appear.-.  . 

The  applause  which  greeted  Premier 
Kerensky  indicated  that  he  had  a  small 
minority  with  him.  The  Socialists  sup- 
porting him  contended  that  he  had  a 
majority  of  the  convention.  The  Gov- 
ernment ministers  held  a  meeting  late 
last  night  to  discuss  the  effect  of  his 
appearance,  but  none  of  tho  Ministers 
would  .talk. 

An  Instance  of  n  split  even  in  the 
closest  party  ranks  was  given  the  con- 
gress when  M.  Tcbornoff,  tho  spokes- 
man for  tho  Workmen's  snd  Soldier's 
Delegates,  referred  to  General  Kaledln, 
the  chief  of  tbe  Cossacks,  as  that 
"miserable  Kaledln."  One  of  tho  Cos- 
sack delegates  shouted:  "You  dare  not 
attack  General  Kaledln."  Another  Cos- 
smack  leaped  to  his  feet,  shouting: 
"General  Kaledln  is  a  traitor." 

Unusual  vigilance  was  observed  by 
the  military  authorities  of  Petrograd 
tonight  In  connection  with  tho  con- 
gress. The  guards  at  Government  build- 
ing were  Increased,  and  they  halted 
many  passersby. 

Banes  Only  with  Staodom 

The  section  of  General  Varkhovaky's 
speech  concerning  the  efforts  of  Ger- 
many to  obtain  peace  at  tbe  expense  ot 
Russia,  provoked  great  applause. 

"Our  gallant  Allies."  tho  War  Minis- 
ter said,  "have  replied  to  the  dastardly 
offer  by  unconditionally  rejecting  it. 
believing,  as  I  believe,  that  the  Russian 
army  still  will  bare  Its  breast  to  free 
the    Fatherland." 

The  general  said  he  would  handle  the 
army  without  gloves,  'and  pointed  out 
its  defects,  saying:  "Tho  Twelfth  Army 
before  Riga  did  not  refuse  to  flgh*and 
die,  but  we  need  men  to  fight  and  win 
victories.  The  fleet  does  not  refuse  to 
fight,  but  at  the  same  time  it  murders 
Its  officers.  Ws  hoar  many  worthy 
words  about  the  army  and  fleet,  but  we 
have  a  great  many  deserters.  The  glor- 
ious victories  on  the  southwestern  front 
in  July  terminated  in  a  disgraceful  re- 
treat 

"In  the  roar  we  have  reinforcements, 
hut  the  men  at  the  front  do  not  accept 
them  because  they  bring  discord."

-  A  change  In  conditlona  which,  by  Its 
character,  to  likely  tp  have  far-reach- 
ing results,  comes  Into  effect  tomorrow 
with  toe  advent  of  Prohibition,  a 
reform  never  before  tried  In  this 
Province.  In  other  Canadian  provinces 
where  Prohibition  is  in  force  the  abol- 
ition of  the  bar  and  other  facilities 
for  obtaining  drink  has  brought  about 
beneficial  results,  oo  that  we  ore  not 
too  sanguine  In  expecting  that  the 
same  measure  of  goodness  will  attend 
the  restrictions  to  which  we  are  sub- 
jecting ourselvee  In  British  Columbia. 
In  Washington,  Prohibition  has  pre- 
vailed for  the  post  twenty-one  months. 
Public  officials  there,  almost  without 
exception,  claim  that  the  community 
OS  a  whole  has  benefited,  it  to  cer- 
tain, at  all  events,  that  there  is  greater 
prosperity  In  the  State,  that  industries 
are  more  numerous  and  that  the  people 
as  a  whole  experience  leas  suffering 
which  directly,  or  indirectly,  in  the 
past  could  have  been  traced  to  the 
abuse  of  the  use  of  drink.  It  will  be 
the  slnoere  hope  of  everyone  that  simi- 
larly beneficial  results  will  attend  tho 
dry  regime  In  this  Province. 

Comparatively  speaking,  there  are 
few  British  communities  where  Pro- 
hibition prevails  so  that  as  yet.  the 
abolition  of  the  bar  is  In  the  experi- 
mental stage  in  the  Empire.  A  move- 
ment In  that  direction  has  been  at- 
tempted from  time  to  time  in  Great 
Britain;  but  while  there  have  been 
restrictions,  the  proposal  to  do  away 
with  tha  Honor  traffic  altogether  has 
not  mode  much  headway.  The  •wof, 
however,  is  changing  Ideas  on  the  sub- 
ject and  undoubtedly  it  was  through 
economic  etress  that  the  people  of 
British  Columbia  voted  for  the  abol- 
ition of  this  luxury.

In  Great  Britain  the  majority  of  the 
nation's  essential  food  supplies  hove 
been  brought  under  control  by  the 
agency  of  Lord  Rhondda.  There  Is  a 
list  for  which  maximum  prices  now 
ruls.  including  the  following:  Wheat 
and  all  cereals,  beef,  veal,  mutton. 
Iamb,  pork,  butter,  cheese,  bacon,  ham, 
lard,  sugar,  tea.  coffee,  milk,  chocolate 
and  other  sweets.  Jams,  Jellies,  plume 
for  Jam,  dried  beans,  dried  peas,  Nor- 
wegian herrings,  oats  and  oatmeals  and 
mntse  foods.  Retail  prices  that  have 
been  fixed  for  meats  limit  the  butcher's 
profit  to  five  cento  per  pound.  Butter  Is 
to  retail  at  a  profit  of  five  cents  .a 
pound;  sugar  will  cost  from  ten  and  a 
half  to  thirteen  cents  a  pound;  tea,  St 
u>  73  cents;  Jams,  from  18  cents  for  plum 
and  nppls  to  31  cents  for  apricot, 
cherry,  black  currant,  pineapple,  and 
strawberry;  while  Jellies  will  be  a 
cent  per  pound  more  than  Jams.  Maize 
flour  and  other  maize  foods  will  bo 
seven  cents  per  pound  and  cheese  33 
cents  per  pound.  As  stated  before,  the 
fixed  price  for  bread  la  II  cents  for 
the  ft-pound  loaf.  In  the  case  of 
meatstuffs,  the  butcher  is  allowed  to 
charge  one  cent  per  pound  mora  for 
giving  credit  and  for  delivery;  but 
apart  from  thla  his  books,  which  must 
be  balanced  every  fortnight  for  the 
inspection  of  local  committees,  must 
show  that  he  has  made  no  higher  profit 
than  five  cents  par  pound  on  ths  cost 
to  him  of  his  moat 

Great  Britain  has  entered  upon  what 
Is  called  on  era  of  complete  food  con- 
trol. Both  wholesale  and  retail  prices 
are  fixed  by  Lord  Rbondda,  his  object 
being  to  destroy  profiteering,  it  took 
some  time  and  much  Investigation 
working  out  this  method  of  control; 
but  It  is  fall  that  it  will  operate 
harmoniously,  do  away  with  excessive 
profits  during  tho  woT.  and  make  living 
cheaper.  Its  effect  will  not  da  away 
with  tho  war  profits  too.  which  will 
■  till  remain  to  fere*:  but  It  may-  mean 
that  leas  will  ho  secured  from  tbm

*lr,— it  has  been  written,  and  well 
written,  that  the  people  of  Canada  are 
approaching  the  coming  election  in  on 
ugly  mood.  There  Is  a  feeling  that 
the  people  have  been  betrayed,  that 
the  sacrifices  which  have  been  demand- 
ed and  given,  have  not  been  of  full 
avail,  and  a  victim  must  be  found  to 
atone.  That  victim  will  be  the  politi- 
cian. Not  Sir  Robert  Borden,  not  Blr 
Wilfrid  Laurler— they  arc  statesmen— 
but  the  system.  Canada  was  a  demo- 
cracy, it  ha*  become  a  plutocracy,  a 
land  governed  by  wealth,  and  that 
wealth  not  the  accumulation  of  cen- 
turies of  industry,  of  hereditary  thrift 
tempered  with  the  education  of  Just  dis- 
tribution, but  a  plutocracy  of  wealth 
gathered  in  three  short  years  by  the 
mobilisation  of  the  resources  of  Canada 
from  the  channels  Of  commercial  econ- 
omy Into  the  pockets  of  the  few.  That 
Is  why  to  the  people,  tho  phrase— mobil- 
ization of  resources — will  not  seem 
either  sincere  or  conclusive,  and  that 
Is  why  In  tha  Wln-the-War  League  plat- 
form* of  the  island,  Clause  B  is  definite 
and  to  the  point — conscription  of  excess 
war  profits  as  in  England.  The  people 
of  Canada  are  approaching  the  coming 
election  In  an  ugly  mood.  They  are  be- 
ginning to  realize  that  a  amall  coterie 
of  financial  operators  hovs  In  their  poo- 
session  at  least  flvs  hundred  million 
dollars,  war  profits  In  excess  of  what 
would  have  accrued  from  the  name 
amount  of  business  in  normal  times — 
and  the  people  of  Canada  will  be  satis- 
fled  with  but  one  solution — Restitution.

On*  ts  sometime*  driven  to  question 
whether  tha  war  which  la  devastating 
Europe  in  tho  real  and  ultimata  thing 
which  is  happening  to  the  world.  It  Is 
not  merely  the  outward  and  vlalbla  sign 
Of  a  orofounder  struggle  In  too  spirit 
of  man?  Is  It  indeed  more  than  eyra- 
tomatlc  of  a  moral  upheaval  of  greater 
intensity  than  human  evolution  baa 
hitherto  known?  To  enquire  into  thla 
deeper  meaning  of  present  events  ia  at 
least  worth  effort.  g*> 

The  war  undoubtedly  sprang  from  an 
Instinct  eo  out  of  relation  to  tho  Ideals 
that  civilisation  ho*  adopted  during  the 
toot  hundred  years  that  It  muat  be  re- 
garded aa  anachronistic,  if  not  barbaric. 
There  have  bean  many  man  to  paot  cen- 
turies, from  Alexander  to  Napoleon,  who 
have  burned  to  conquer  the  world.  Such 
an  ambition  ia  clearly .  based  on  vanity, 
hot  less  so  If  ths  ambition  Is  national 
rather  than  personal.'  Even  before  Na- 
poleon rose  to  prominence  there  were 
signs  that  the  civilised  world  was  grow- 
ing to  yeara  of  discretion  and  discarding 
a  point  of  view  which,  in  the  evolution 
of  mankind,  marks  the  stage  of  child- 
hood. Humanity  was  already  recognis- 
ing greater  alms,  and  compared  with 
these  the  lust  of  conquest  was  childish. 
Reaction  from  revolutionary  ideas, 
which  In  fulfilment  had  run  riot,  pro- 
duced Napoleon,  and  It  might  have  been 
expected  that  when  the  reviving  spirit 
of  progress,  which  Is  the  growth  of 
man,  had  swept  the  ideals  and  methods 
which  he  represented  from  its  path,  no 
such  anachronistic  force  would  thence- 
forth rlae  to  bar  the  way.  Tet  that 
force,  In  the  guise  of  Prussionism  has 
come  again  Into  being.

Pruoslanlsm  la  not*a  reaction  but  on 
unexpected  survival.  It  baa  had  an 
evolution  of  Ita  own.  Vanity,  which 
prompts  the  desire  of  what  the  child 
to  man  calls  greatness  hsa  always  co- 
existed with  autocracy.  But  autocracy 
la  to  Itself  an  anachronism  In  the  Ufa 
of  mankind  when  that  life  has  reached 
a  certain  stage  of  development  Aa  lto 
direct  consequence,  we  have  been  faced 
with  this  spectacle,  that  while  Western 
Europs  and-  America  were  growing  up. 
Central  and  Eastern  Europe  retained 
an  unexpected  Juvenility  in  on*  essen- 
tial respect.  They  permitted  autocracy 
to  survive,  perhaps  believing  that  it  did 
not  matter.  It  did  matter  exceedingly. 
Democracies  do  not  readily  make  war, 
that  1s  to  say  thsy  do  not  cause  them, 
not  because  they  are  free  from  national 
vanity,  but  because  this  and  other  fac- 
tors are  so  watered  down  by  contrary 
influences  that  the  concentration  of  Im- 
pulse required  to  produce  action  so  vio- 
lent is  generally  wanting.  Whore,  on 
tha  other  hand.  Intention  In  a  single 
mind  can  lead  to  national  action,  that 
mind  can  call  to  ita  aaolotonee  those 
like-minded  with  itself,  and  thereby  cre- 
ate the  neobasary  concentration.  Demo- 
cracy is  clearly  leas  potent  for  evil  than 
autocracy. 

To  what  extent  democracy  la  also 
more  potent  for  good  need  not  to  be 
considered  hero  The  point  is  that  ths 
democratic  eplrlt,  lit  to  flame  by  the 
war.  la  the  fire  which  ia  burning  to  the 
hearts  of  the  masa  of  civilized  men  to- 
day and  springing  to  an  totenser  heat. 
This  great  burning  will  undoubtedly 
cause  destruction,  but  It  should  also 
worn  human  energy  into  constructive 
and  beneficial  enterprise.  It  boo  boon 
said  that  it  was  lit  to  flame  by  the  war. 
but  tha  war  woo  only  an  Intermediate 
cause  of  the  conflagration.  Tha  war  was 
the  spark.  What  caussd  tbs  spark  woo 
ths  steel  of  Pruosiantsm  atrlking  tho 
flint  of  oil  that  to  human  nature  makes 
up  its  opposite.

Even  now  it  Is  perhaps  not  generally 
recognised  how  utterly  contrary  Prus- 
sionism is  to  that  greater  civilised 
movement  which  has  been  slowly  de- 
veloping alongside  it.  Prussianlsm  may 
be  regarded  aa  an  over-growth  of  the 
philosophy  of  Frederick  the  Great  It 
springs  on  ths  one  side  from  the  notion 
of  "paternal  deepdtlsm,"  on  the  other 
from  the  worship  of  the  sword.  Pater- 
nal despot  I  m.  whatever  the  polite  de- 
scription which  may  be  given  of  It,  la 
still  a  ruling  principle  of  Prussian  pol- 
icy. The  skill  with  which  Frederick  the 
Groat  applied  It  as  a  aystsm  ood  the 
reverence  in  which  that  monarch  is 
held,  combine  unduly  to  keep  It  la 
honor.  The  worship  of  the  sword  in 
Prussia  1*  svsn  mors  natural.  Tho  ag- 
grandisement of  that  stats  has  hitherto 
been  tbe  direct  result  of  war.  Prussia 
would  not  today  hold  all  Germany  under 
her  yoke,  but  for  her  post  prowess  In 
the  field.  And  It  must  not  bo  forgotten 
that  despotism,  however  paternal,  and 
the  sword  are  closely  allied.  The  for- 
mer depends  on  material  force  and  the 
latter  Is  material  force.  The  sword  and 
despotism  are  essentially  things  bar- 
baric but  modern  Prussia  applied  a 
power  of  highly  developed  reasoning  to 
Justify  both,  and  thereby  succeeded,  par- 
tially, at  least,  in  disguising  their  out- 
worn character. 

Tot  even  before  tho  war  men  were 
uneasily  suspicious  thftt  ths  steal  was 
approaching  tho  flint.  Hague  Conven- 
tions and  antiwar  literature,  to  con- 
trast to,  and  accompanying  the  steady 
growth  of  armaments  and  tho  Increas- 
ing difficult  lea  of  diplomacy,  were  sign* 
of  this  uneasiness.  What  man  feared 
was  only  war;  tho  greater  evolutionary 
struggle,  already  to  being,  and  float  loan 
at  alight  provocation  to  break  alt  con- 
straining bounds,  oaooyod  attention.

More  than  any  other  country,  Oor* 
many  is  torn  by  the  inward  struggle 
which  the  wsr  represents.  The  tensioft 
is  greater  here  than  elawhere  because 
Prussianlsm  still  enthroned  sad  with 
powerful  adherents  is  prepared  to  tight 
democracy  to  the  death.  Hence,  In  Oer- 
many.  deetruotion  seems  Inevitable  be- 
fore constructive  Influences  are  free  for 
action.  When  an  influential  German 
newspaper,  The  Deutsche  Tagessett«nr.

Victoria  Real  Estate 
Takes  Upward  Trend 

More  Legitimate   Resickfcntial   Purchases  in   Last 

Two  Months  Than  in  Preceding  Three  Years 

— Prices  Now  Below  What  Conditions 

Warrant — Population  on  Increase

Victoria  has  pasaed  the  extreme  In 
the  dapraasion  of  real  estate  values.  Ac- 
sordine  to  real  estate  experts  who  have 
been  In  touch  with  market  movements 
for  tba  last  decade  or  score  of  years, 
the  lowaat  point  waa  in  the  first  seven 
montha  of  this  year. 

Since  Bummer  there  have  been  un- 
mistakable evidences  of  a  gradual  and 
persistent  tightening  of  vaijea  with  a 
strong  upward  tendency. 

While  experta  assert  that  the  odds 
are  against  a  recurrence,  whUe  the  war 
lasts,  of  the  bta  boom  market  of  1910 
to  1912.  they  are  confident  that  the  un- 
derlying market  conditions  are  working 
for  a  substantial  Increment  In  valuea 
through  an  increasing  demand  for  prop- 
erty. 

In  normal  times  the  big  Industrial 
boom  In  Eastern  Canada  and  the  United 
states  during  If  IS  and  191*  would  have 
been  reflected  in  the  course  of  a  year 
or  so  In  a  strong  rising  real  estate  mar- 
ket In  the  West.  But  under  war  con- 
ditions, with  heavy  taxation  and  the  at- 
traction of  surplus  credit  to  war  loans* 
ths  real  estate  market  is  practically 
bereft  of  the  wherewithal  for  price  In- 
flation, 

Increasing  Kents  Show  Trend 

These  conditions,  however,  do  not  pre- 
clude realty  values  returning  to  normal 
from  an  unwarranted  depression  as  has 
existed  In  Victoria  since  the  outbreak  of 
war. 

Ultimately  realty  values  are  based  on 
rents.  And  the'  rentals  and  valuea  of 
business  property  are  reflected  directly 
from  the  rentals  and  values  of  residen- 
tial properties. 

Before  the  war,  rents  and  values  on 
the  Coast  were  notoriously  higher  than 
thoae  in  Eastern  Canada.  8ince  1914 
the  situation  has  been  reversed,  aa 
•hown  by  statistics  published  by  the 
Department  of  Labor  at  Ottawa. 

During  the  last  year  rents  in  Eastern 
Canada  have  been  steadily  moving  up- 
wards. The  Ottawa  department  takes 
as  its  rental  standard  the  monthly  cross 
yield  af  a  six-roomed  house  with  sani- 
tary conveniences  in  an  average  class 
district. 

Official  figures  are  that  a  year  ago  the 
highest  rentals  In  the  busy  industrial 
centres  of  Eastern  Canada,  the  first  to 
be  stimulated,  ran  up  to  $20.  In  Vic- 
toria the  average  was  $14,  in  Van- 
couver. $12.  The  average  for  the  whole 
of  Canada  was  slightly  over  $1$.  Both 
of  the  chief  cities  on  the  Coast  were 
considerably  below  the  average. 

In  the  Winter  months  the  high  rent- 
als in  the  East  jumped  first  to  $20-$22 
and  then  to  $22.  Victoria  and  Vancou- 
ver rentals  remained  at  $14  and  $12  res- 
pectively. The  average  for  the  whole 
of  Canada  rose  to  616.33,  then  $1$.41 
and  In  April  to  $16.14. 

Tollowlnr  Advance  In  Baa* 

In  August  last  the  hlgheat  In  Eastern 
Canada  Jumped  to  $35  and  the  Canadian 
average  went  up  nearly  $1  to  |17.4$2. 
The  upward  movement  then  began  to  be 
reflected  In  the  extreme  West.  The  Van- 
couver flgurea  Jumped  from  $13  to  $14. 
Victoria  remained  unchanged"!  however. 
Figures  for  September  have  not  yet 
been  Issued,  but  Indications  are  that 
they  will  show  that  Victoria  rentals 
have  been  appreciably  affected. 

Renting  agencies  In  tne  city  report 
that  during  tne  last  six  weeks  business 
has  bean  mora  brisk  than  since  the  be- 
ginning of  the  war.  Since  Summer  one 
of  the  largest  realty  firms  on  Fort  Street 
has  been  compelled  to  Increase  its  rent- 
ing staff  from  one  to  four  persons  and 
ttupply  a  motor  car  and  motor  cycle. 
These  four  persona  are  kept  buey  only 
on  rent  business.  Other  renting  firms 
report  their  business  similarly  affected. 

The  member  df  one  firm  yesterday 
from  actual  book  figures  on  an  average 
well-located  house,  showed  that  a  pro- 
perty that  went  begging  for  a  tenant  a 
year  ago  was  last  Spring  rented  for  $30 
a  month.  In  the  Summer  the  demands 
from  an  increasing  number  of  potential 
tenants  sent  the  price  to  $36  a  month. 
A  couple  of  weeks  ago  the  price  went  to 
$40,  with  any  number  of  potential  ten- 
ants  for  It.  * 

The  conditions  underlying  thia  spe- 
cific instance  are  becoming  common  to 
practically  all  classes  of  residential 
properties. 

Demand  Xncraaaea  Rapidly 

This  Increased  demand  for  dwel lings 
Is  In  common  with  the  Increased  demand 
for  apartments.  A  year  ago  there  were 
many  vacant  apartments  In  the  city. 
During  the  early  part  of  the  year  the 
better  claaa  of  apartments  graduall> 
filled  up.  Since  Summer  apartments 
have  almost  been  st  a  premium,  and 
now  the  condition  le  being  reflected  in 
the  upward  tendency  of  apartment 
rentals. 

Following  closely  the  strong  upward 
tendency  In  the  rental  market  comes 
the  stimulation  of  the  selling  market. 
Mr.  Jamea  Forman,  considered  the  best 
posted  man  on  real  estate  In  Victoria, 
asserted  positively  and  most  emphatic- 
ally lsst  week  that  there  have  been  more 
houses  purchased  In  Victoria  during  the 
last  two  months  thsn  during  the  three 
previous  years. 

As  yet  there  has  been  no  striking  In- 
crease In  the  selling  prices  of  house* 
bat  there  Is  nothing  more  certain  in  the 
real  estate  market  than  that  property 
prices  will  sorely  move  upward  closely 
after  rents.  During  the  last  couple  ot 
months  most  of  the  residential  property 
has  been  picked  up  at  the  loweat  of 
prices,  but  as  anon  aa  these  weak  hold- 
era  are  eliminated  from  the  selling  mar- 
ket, prices  as  a  whole  must  move  up- 
v  art*.  There  have  been  Indications  dur- 
ing the  last  couple  of  weeks  that  hold- 
era  of  property  have  regained  confi- 
dence and  are  unwilling  to  sacrifice. 
Buyers  will  thus  he  forced  to  pay  high- 
er prices  as  the  snaps  disappear.

Thla  positive  condition  in  the  residen- 
tial property  market  will  be  shortly 
reflected  tn  vacant  proper tj  as  the  num- 
ber of  available  houses  decreases.  And 
with  the  appreciation  In  vacant  property 
will  come  a  sudden  buret  of  strength  tn 
r-ualnea*   property  rentals  and  valuea 

That  the  limit  la  faat  approecMrg  In 
standard  vacant  houses  la  Indicated  In 
the  trend  of  building  permits  at  the 
City  Hall.

That  shrewd  real  estate  men  believe 
that  the  down  town  property  market 
lias  turned  waa  testified  to  yesterday  by 
the  announcement  from  Burdick  Broth- 
ers that  they  will  at  once  commence 
the  erection  of  a  modern  store  or  busi- 
ness block  on  the  property,  60  by  110 
feet,  on  the  southeast  corner  of  Blan- 
shard  and  Tatea  Streets.  The  firm  an- 
nounced that  It  has  been  Induced  to  go 
ahead  with  the  construction  of  thla 
building  partly  because  all  the  space 
has  been  already  contracted  for. 

That  an  Immediate  advance  in  pro- 
perty valuea  to  normal  is  Justified  on 
the  baaia  of  population  is  indicated  by 
the  returns  of  school  attendance. 
Humors  of  a  decrease  in  population  here 
are  not  borne  out  by  tbeae  returns.  Es- 
timates made  by  principals  on  the  open- 
ing day  of  thia  Fall  term  are  that  the 
number  of  puplla  attending  the  high 
and  public  schools  of  this  city  waa 
never  greater.  The  estimate  of  the 
total  number  on  the  first  day  of  acbool 
laat  month  waa  6,100.  The  actual 
ftauraa  for  June   last,   the   final   month 


of  the  first  half-year  term,  were  4,874. 
The  High  School  closed  last  term  with 
an  average  daily  attendance  of  547. 
The  flgurea  for  the  opening  days  of  thla 
term  were  more  than  700. 

Since  before  the  outbreak  of  war  the 
attendance  has  remained  about  con- 
stant until  the  big  Jump  this  month  as 
shown  by  the  following  picked  at  ran- 
dom: March,  1914,  4,448  April,  i.105; 
June,  4.787;  August,  4,827;  October, 
5,149;  December,  4,93$;  Mareh.  1915,

As  population  between  censua  years 
Is  largely  based  on  school  attendance, 
the  probabilities  are  that  during  the 
middle  part  of  thla  year  there  has  been 
an  actual  and  appreciable  Increase  In 
the  number  of  persona  living  here. 
Mot  tho   Time  to   Sell 

The  large  numbers  of  men  In  the 
shipyards  furnish  only  part  of  the  clue 
to  thla  inereaae.  To  complete  It  one 
would  have  to  discover  the  number  of 
persons  who  this  year  have  moved  their 
residence  here  from  all  parts  of  Van- 
couver Island,  British  Columbia  and  the 
Northwest.  Besides  these  persons,  ac- 
cording to  real  estate  men,  there  have 
been  considerable  numbers  of  wealthy 
persons  who  have  moved  to  Victoria 
from  the  Orient. 

Where  they  all  come  from  may  be 
difficult  to  discover,  but  that  they  are 
coming  and  settling  here  is  proved  by 
figures  at  the  City  Hall  and  more  di- 
rectly by  the  returns  In  the  offices  of 
Victoria  real  estate  men. 

The  result  of  this  influx  and  the  gen- 
eral betterment  of  realty  conditions 
throughout  Western  Canada  and 
strengthened  confidence  In  the  outcome 
of  the  war,  have  had  their  first  effect" 
on  residential  property  here  The 
leaven  is  Just  now  beginning  to  work 
Into  down  town  property.

Tao  bout 
wm  announood  no  for  too  lightweight 
championship  of  fa  and*,  ant  it  wna 
further  snn*iin*od  that  if  both  an 
war*  oa  their  fast  at  th*  and  of  tb* 
tea  round*  it  would  a*  ealiod  a  draw. 
Ta*  latter  aanouno*mont  of  ©our**  con- 
tradieted  th*  drat,  as  It  weald  a*  asms 
thine  a*w  la  British  boxing  if  th*  only 
way  a  champion  could  loo*  bin  tltl* 
wan  by  a  knockout.  Tao  affair  there- 
for* wan  la  reality  vary  little  mora 
than  a  ten-round  exhibition. 

Barley  wan  obviously  out  of  condi- 
tion, and  Naff  did  not  appear  to  ba 
working  any  harder  than  ba  bad  to. 
thoush,  bad  a  decision  been  divan,  he 
would  certainly  have  been  entitled  to 
It  on  point*.  Ho  had  more  aclence  than 
Bayley  and  landed  more  clean  blow* 
both  at  loos  ranee  and  close  quarter*, 
and  showed  himself  at  least  Bay  ley' a 
equal  at  In-flghting.  Th*  first  two 
rounds  war*  even,  neither  man  doing 
much  damage  and  little  open  boxing 
bains  seen.  The  third  waa  mora  open 
and  waa  distinctly  In  Neft's  favor.  The 
fourth  waa  also  Neft's.  Baylay  landed 
some  body  blows  but  the  Seattle  boy 
waa  doing  his  share  and  showed  up 
batter  out  of  clinch**.  Bayley  waa 
puffins  hard,  and  after  the  fifth  round, 
which  waa  easily  Naff'*,  it  looked  as  if 
the  latter  bad  the  fight  at  his  mercy.

In 
the  tenth  round  all  three  men  In  the 
Kins  wer*  going  at  a  great  pace,  but  no 
great  damage  was  'done  to  any  one  of 
them,  and  th*  exhibition  ended  with  all 
three  on   their   feat. 

The  seml-wlndup  between  Oeorge 
Corkle  and  Hammond,  of  Seattle,  waa 
more  interesting.  This  bout  was  an- 
nounced as  for  the  Pacific  Northwest 
welterweight  championship,  and  was 
to  have  gone  six  rounds.  Hammond  ap- 
peared rather  nervous  as  hd  took  his 
corner,  but  this  nervousness  speedily 
vanished  when  he  sot  Into  notion.  In 
the  first  round  he  was  doing  most  of 
th*  leading,  and  Corkle,  rather  over- 
confident, waa  a  bit  wild.  It  was  Ham- 
mond's round.  The  second  round  was 
even,  thoush  Hammond  was  the  more 
aggreaalve.  In  the  third  Coral*  took 
the  aggressive  and  tried  to  hurry  thins* 
with  the  result  that  he  ran  Into  some 
nice  straight  ones  and  Hammond  add- 
ed to  his  points.

HOW  TO  DRY  FRUITS 

Following  era  dependable  directions 
for  drying  fruits:  Fruits  may  be  dried 
in  the  sun  until  the  surface  begins  to 
wrinkle,  then  finished  tn  tho  drier.  With 
stone  fruits,  such  aa  peaches,  plums,  ap- 
ricots and  cherries,  none  but  fruits  that 
are  fresh,  ripe  and  in  perfect  condition 
should  be  used.  With  apples,  pears  and 
quinces,  effective  thrift  calls  for  uslng 
the  sound  portions  of  fruit  that  may  be 
partially  wormy  or  imperfect.  Whoa 
properly  dried,  fruits  should  ha  entirely 
free  from  moisture,  when  pressed  _  bo- 
tween  tha  fingers  Hn  removal  from 
drier.  Lino  trays  with  cheesecloth  or 
wrapping  paper,  before  spreading  fruit 
on  them.  Cool  quickly,  after  drying,  to 
prevent  shriveling. 

Plums  and  Apricots— Select  fruit  that 
ia  medium  ripe.     Lot  etead  la  boiling 


Drain  and  remove  surfacs  moisture. 
Drying  time,  four  to  als  hours.  Start 
at  temperature  of  110  degrees  K,  and 
raise  gradually  to  160  degrees.  Do  not 
use  small,  thin-fleshed  varieties. 

Apples.  Pears  and  Quinces — Para, 
core  aad  alios.  If  a  light-colored  pro- 
duct is  desired,  prepare  one  apple,  pear 
or  quince  at  a  time  and  dip  the  slices 
immediately,  for  one  minute.  Into  cold 
water  containing  eight  teaspoons  of 
salt  to  the  gallon.  The  salt  water  pre- 
vents  discoloration.  If  preferred,  core 
the  whole  fruit  after  peeling  and  slice 
Into  rings,  dipping  these  for  one  minute 
Into  cold  salted  water,  aa  described 
above  Remove  surface  moisture.  Dry- 
ing time,  four  to  six  hours,  or  until 
Isathsry  aad  pliable.  Start  at  tempera- 
ture  of  110  degrees  P..  and  raise  gradu- 
ally to  160  degreea.  Pears  may  be 
steamed  10  minutes  after  slicing  and 
and  before  drying.  Quinces  are  treated 
In  the  name  way  as  pears. 

Peaches— Cut  In  halves,  remove  pit. 
place  pit  surface  up  and  dry  as  directed 
for  apples.  If  It  la  deairod  to  have 
peeled  product,  loosen  the  sklne  with 
solution  made  of  eight  ounces  of  lye  In 
4  1-1  gallons  of  wster.  This  OeljUlon 
should  bo  boiling,  and  tha  peaches 
plunged  into  It  until  the  skin  ■evn.eha, 
Then  remove  peaches  and  dip  Into  -tour 
changes  of  cold  water  aad  rub  oft  the 
skin  with  the  hands.  Cut  into  halves 
aad  dry  aa  above.

want  to  get  Into  the  cemetery  on  the 
other  side." 

Suddenly  by  the  light  of  a  bursting 
shell  the  unlucky  mill,  elowly  turning, 
appears  before  me  In  blackest  ink  out- 
lined against  a  burning  sky.  It  is  im- 
measurably enlarged  by  the  night,  start- 
ling with  its  two  skeletonised  pinions 
lifted,  like  two  srma.  We  climb  tho 
shaky  atepa  of  the  wooden  staircase  and 
from  up  there  I  see  ail  along  a  horizon 
of  fifteen  miles  the  most  wonderful 
fairylike  scene  I  have  ever  seen  In  my 
life. 

Before  ua  there  Is  only  an  abyss  of 
shadows.  On  this  vast  screen  of  an  in- 
tense %lack  gleam  like  a  disquieting 
sign  from  heaven,  thousands  of  lumin- 
ous rays,  so  close  to  each  other,  so  dense 
that  they  form  In  tho  opaque  night  a 
sort  of  lncnndescent  barrier  which 
strstches  in  an  Immense  line  from  one 
and  to  tho  other  of  the  field  of  vision. 
All  these  sparkling  lines  are  In  a  dizzy- 
ing whirl  of  movement;  they  shoot  up 
everywhere,  rapid,  agitated  in  an  un- 
believable profusion.  The  whole  horizon 
Is  bristling  with  n  mane  of  vibrating 
Are  that  the  wind  torments  and  bends 
back. 

Illuminating  Sockets 

.Is  it  soms  strange  cosmic  phenome- 
non? Tou  would  say  it  was  a  jet  of 
comets!  Faced  With  thla  spectacle,  I 
became  dumb  with  astonishment.  "Il- 
luminating rockets,'"  my  companion  re- 
marks from  out  the  darkness,  very 
calm  and  amused  at.  my  stupefaction. 

Of  course  I  know  perfectly,  as  every- 
body does,  that  the  battlefield  Is  lit  up 
at  night  from  time  to  time  by  rockets. 
But  I  should  never  have  dared  to  imag- 
ine such  an  abundance  of  the  things. 
Scarcely  would  a  rocket  begin  to  fall 
when  two  or  three  others  would  spurt 
out  at  the  same  spot  to  replace  It.  some 
shoot  straight  up  to  a  height,  others  go 
off  on  the  bias,  others  describe  curves 
or  go  slgxag.  This  continual  motion  is 
uninterrupted;  It  Is  hallucinating. 

"Ours  light  up  much  longer,"  says  my 
companion. 

It's  true;  some  of  tho  rockets  at,  tho 
moment,  st  the  end  of  their  course, 
curve,  about  to  die  out,  and  then  give 
birth.  If  I  may  phrase  It  that  way,  to 
daxsllng  globee  which  dawn  In  the 
midst  of  the  last  sparks  and  remain 
there  hanging  for  four  or  five  minutes — 
a  kind  of  wandering  star,  of  meteors 
rambling  in  garlands  through  the  night, 
at  the  whim  of  the  breese,  all  pushed 
In  the  same  direction.  One  would  say 
they  were  great  white  eggs  laid  by  those 
long,  slender  glow  worms. 

"Our  pollus,"  the  I.leut.  J tays  to 

me,  "can  aee  the  boohe  trenches  as  clear- 
ly as  If  It  were  day." 

It  la  a  magic  sight.  Imagine  a  gigan- 
tic firework  display  along  a  horizon  of 
forty  kilometers!  This  impression  of 
fairyland  Is  so  Intense  that  every  sec- 
ond I  am  waiting  to  see  these  rackets 
spread  out  in  multl-colored'clusters  and 
droop  forward  gracefully  as  if  to  offer  a 
bouquet  to  the  night.  I  watch  for  the 
instant  when  the  Catharine  wheels 
shall  begin  to  whirl,  the  dream  fount- 
ains to  gush  forth  their  cascades  of  fire. 
...  I  think  I  hear  the  distant  mur- 
murs, the  "ah"  of  ecstasy  with  which 
the  happy  crowds  salute  the  flowering 
of  tho  rockets  In  ths  big  holiday  fire- 
works. 

Mirage?  On  the  contrary,  at  this  mo- 
ment there  Is  the  silence  of  tho  Infinite. 
All  this  luxury  of  brilliancy  at  which 
no  one  Is  looking,  this  silent  Illumina- 
tion In  tbo  desert  of  tho  night,  has 
something  abnormal  about  It  which 
disconcerts  ms  and  terrifies  me  vaguely. 

The  horrible  war  has  changed  theea 
lights  of  Joy  Into  a  burial  feast,  and 
thla  pyro technical  fantasia  Is  the  work 
of  soms  funereal  Ruggleri.  These  de- 
ceptive fireworks  which  never  come  to 
flower  light  up  only  scenes  of  carnage 
end  saem  to  fall  In  tears  of  silver  on 
the  blsck  velvet  of  the  sky.  They  are 
tho  torches  of  Heath  which  keep  guard 
through  tho  serene  night  over  this  earth 
kneaded  with  dead,  and  which  make  of 
tho  battlefield  an  lmmanse,  ardent 
chapeL 


Suddenly  four  blinding  lights,  four 
tongues  of  fire  darting  out  furiously 
knife  the  darkness.  lighting  up  tragic- 
ally the  groat  black  clouds  which  floe 
Into  tho  frightened  night.  Two  seconds 
sf  tor  s  quadruple  detonation  shatters  all 
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rp^ji  t.  wrrwaaoa, 
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this  silence,  this  contemplation,  while 
the  staircase  sways  as  if  under  a  rude 
blow  and  I  am  thrown  against  the  rail- 
ing. It  seems  to  me  aa  It  the  whole 
trembling  mill  were  shrinking  back. 

My  btajrt  ,  beating  violently,  half 
stunned,  I  lean  on  the  arm  of  my  com- 
panion.    "It  isn't  anything,"  he  aays;  a

On  every  aide  of  ua.  near,  far.  to  right 
to  left,  way  to  tho  farthest  points  of 
tks  horizon,  ths  caaaoas  aro  darting  out 
their  pathetic  flashes  aad  filling  tks  im- 
mense space  wltk  their  grave  and  har- 
rowing voices.  I  ran  distinctly  .see  tbo 
rockets  explode  above  ths  trenches, 
showering  out  aa  all  sides  bouquets  af 
sparks  and  incandescent  fragments  la 
tho  midst  of  a  dull  rod  smoke.  Every- 
thing trembles  and  tbo  alienee  collapses 
In  aa  apocalyptic  clamor.  One  would 
think  It  a  struggle  between  titans.

Ounder  (Mr.  Rosa  Thompson. — K.  J.), 
a  situated  live  milea  north  of  the  in- 
arnatlonal  boundary  line  and  alx  milea 
est  of  the  Columbia  River,  in  the  Trail 
Creek  mining  dlvlalon  of  Weat  Kootenay 
istrict,  on  the  south  slope  of  Red 
ountaln,  the  summit  of  which  la  5.160 
t  above  aea  level.  In  latitude  49  deg. 
5  mln.  longtltude  117  deg.  4$  mln. 
"Trail  Creek  and  the  smeltery  city 
Trail  take  their  names  from  the 
dney  Trail.

All  those 
named  sre  In  various  stages  of  de- 
velopment, having  had  from  a  few1  thou- 
sand to  a  few  hundred  thousand  dollars 
expended  on  theiu.  Many  of  them  are 
dormant  from  numerous  cauaea  Inci- 
dent tn  mining  history,  familiar  to  all 
acquainted  therewith. 

"Intimately  connected  with  the  early 
hiatory  of  Roealdhd  was  the  building 
of  the  Trail  smelting  worka  and  con- 
necting railway  by  Mr.  F.  August 
Helnse,  who  began  construction  In  1995 
and  was  operating  the  first  of  five  fur- 
naces in  February,  1999.  Prior  -to  this 
time  the  ore  mined  was  shipped  to 
Butte,  Tacoma,  Everett.  Great  Falls  and 
West  Helena.  Mr.  Helnse's  first  con- 
tract was  with  the  Le  Rol  Mining  Com- 
pany for  freighting  and  treating  75,000 
tons  of  ore  at  $11  a  ton.  In  addition  to

"During  the  year  1997,  the  Le  Rol 
Mining  Company  built  ita  own  amelter 
at  Northport.  and  the  Red  Mountain 
railway  waa  constructed  by  Mr.  D.  C. 
Oorbtn,  connecting  Rossland  with  the 
ameltlng  works,  and  with  the  Spokane 
Falls  *  Northern  railway,  facilltatlag 
matters  greatly  both  for  merchandise, 
mine  supplies  and  ore  transport. 

"In  contrsst  to  these  heavy  charges 
for  freight  and  treatment  In  the  year 
1999,  the  present  rate  for  the  different 
ores  will  probably  average  legs  than  $4 
a  ton.  ao  that  mlnea  which  could  not 
be  successfully  worked  s  few  yesra  ago 
might  now  be  profitably  operated. 

"A  moat  encouraging  feature  of  the 
mlaea  la  the  continuity  of  the  ore  to 
the  lower  levels,  sa  far  aa  explored,  to 
a  depth  of  1,510  feet,  the  value  being 
above  the  average  of  the  Intervening 
levels. 

"Another  feature  of  crest  Interest  la 
the  attention  being  devoted  to  the  In- 
stallation of  concentrating  plant  by  the 
various  mines,  the  Le'  Rol  having  Jast 
completed  the  fifth  mill  In  the  Trail 
Creek  mining  division.  , 

"Kvldence  of  renewed  Interest,  snd 
Improving  conditions,  sre  manifest  In 
the  leasing  of  promising  heretofore  dor- 
mant properties,  by  working  miners  who 
are  willlae;  to  risk  their  savings  and 
their  efforts,  aa  example  that  might  well 
bo  followed  by  many  absentee  owner  a."

Historlcel  Review. — The  earliest  min- 
ing in  the  West  Kootenay  District  was 
that  done  for  lead  by  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Company  on  Kootenay  Lake  In  the  early 
twenties  of  the  last  century.  The  In- 
dustry, however,  did  not  develop.  At 
the  time  of  the  Cariboo  placer  activity 
some  of  the  prospectors  worked  along 
the  West  Kootenay  creeks,  and  In  1995 
the  Dewdney  trail,  passing  down  Trail 
Creek  past  the  present  site  of  Rossland 
to  the  Hast  Kootenay  placers,  was  built, 
(n  the  eighties  ths  Boundary  District 
was  staked.  In  1955,  ores  waa  discover- 
ed at  Ainsworth,  on  Kootenay  Lake,  and 
in  1855  discoveries  of  rich  ore  near  the 
present  town  of  Nelson  led  to  Its  estab- 
lishment as  a  trading-post  The  first 
claim  to  be  staked  In  the  Rossland  dis- 
trict wss  the  Lily  May  In  1997.  It  was 
relocated  In  1989.  In  1890  two  minors 
from  the  Lily  May  crossed  the  valley 
of  Trail  Creek  snd  in  one  day  located 
the  Centre  Htar,  War  Eagle,  Idaho,  Vir- 
ginia and  Le  Rol  claims 

Development  was  at  first  alow  owing 
to  lack  of  transportation  facilities,  but 
the  building  of -a  wagon  road  to  Trail 
In  1898  led  to  enough  ore  being  shipped 
to  encourage  investments.  In  1895  ths 
Trail  ■  smeltery  and  a  tramway  to  the 
mlnea  were  started,  the  smeltery  begin- 
ning operations  In  1999.  In  that  year 
came  the  first  railway  connection,  the 
Red  Mountain  Railway  to  Spokane.  A 
period  of  inflation  followed  by  tbo  usual 
depression  retarded  development  to  a 
considerable  extent.  As  s  result  of  the 
failure  of  the  small  original  companies, 
strong  corporations  were  formed  snd 
up-to-date  plants  were  Installed,  with  a 
grest  reduction  la  working  costs.  A 
further  step  In  this  direction  was  the 
construction  of  a  power  plant  at  Bon- 
nlngtoa  Kails,  on  the  Kootenay  River. 
In  1999  s  sudden  decline  In  Wsr  Eagle 
stock  had  a  bad  effect  on  the  reputation 
of  the  camp,  and  labor  troubles  closed 
some  of  the  mines  for  a  part  of  1901.

Rev.  n.  M.  Dickey,  of  Toronto,  who 
was  until  recently  the  field  secretary  of 
tbe  Reading-  Camp  Association  and  a 
pastor  of  a  -Presbyterian  church,  ad- 
mitted to  a  Toronto  Globe  reporter  that 
be  was  another  "Sky  Pilot." 

Although  Mr.  Dickey,  when  inter- 
viewed,  readily  admitted  that  his  ad- 
ventures and  experiences  among  tha 
miners  of  the  Klondike  and  the  lumber 
Jacks  and  ranchmen  of  the  Canadian 
Northwest  were  similar  to  those  of  the 
8ky  Pilot  In  Ralph  Connor's  story,  and 
that  ha  was  a  close  friend  of  the  novel- 
ist, who  was  Instrumental  In  sending 
aim  to  the  gold  fields,  he  would  not  be 
quoted  as  saying  that  he  served  as  the 
model  for  the  heroic  young  missionary 
who  gave  up  his  life  to  help  others.  Tha 
parallel  In  the  careers  of  the  two  meh, 
one  real  and  tha  other  the  Imaginative 
creation  of  a  literary  master,  runs  ao 
eloae.  however,  that  other  friends  of  the 
novelist  agreed  that. Connor  had  drawn 
very  largely  from  the  two  years'  fund  of 
material  gathered  by  Mr.  Dickey  along 
the  Yukon.  '■ 

Sent  to  Alaska 

At  the  time  of  the  gold  rush  to  the 
Klondike.  In  the  fall  of  1SS7,  young 
Dickey  was  a  student  In  his  second  year 
at  Manitoba  College.  Winnipeg.  Dr. 
James  Robertson,  auperintendent  of 
Presbyterian  Missions  In  the  Northwest, 
could  not  find  the  right  man  to  aead  to 
Alaska,  and  he  appealed  to  "Ralph  Con- 
nor," who  in  private  life  Is  the  Rev. 
Charles  W.  Gordon,  pastor  of  8t.  Steph- 
en's Presbyterian  Church,  Winnipeg,  and 
who  since  the  war  began  has  been  chap- 
lain of  the  Canadian  Highlanders  and 
known  as  Major  Gordon.  Dr.  Gordon 
recommended  Dickey  for  the  work,  and 
In  October.  1SS7,  the  young  divinity  stu- 
dent, having  been  ordained  at  Vancou- 
ver by  special  consent  of  the  Presby- 
tery, reached  Skagway,  then  s  mush- 
room wooden  town  six  weeks  old,  with 
1.S44  motley  Inhabitants.  la  his  first 
letter  to  Dr.  Gordon  the  missionary 
wrote: 

Bkaa-way  in  isa? 

"Sabbath  came,  but  with  It  ao  Sabbath 
rest.  The  axa  and  tha  hammer  rounded 
In  every  direction — the  drinking,  the 
gambling  and  the  swearing  just  aa  brisk 
as  on  Saturday.  My  first  congregation 
consisted  of  eighty  or  ninety  people. 
First,  three  Indian  woman  with  a  host 
of  children  on  their  knees,  shoulders  and 
all  around.  Then  the  United  States 
marshal,  a  six-footer  aad  slant  la  pro- 
portion. Next  tha  registrar  far  the 
Yukon,  than  a  Roman  Catholic  frees 
Winnipeg,  aad  the  Northwest  Mounted 
Police  doctor,  aad  a  few  others  com- 
pleted tha  first  now.  Tha  crowd  aa  tha 
whole  looked  very  tough,  hat  thaw  bad

friends  were  warned  in  time.  They 
hauled  logs  there,  put  a  collection  plate 
on  top  of  tha  logs,  and  with  drawn  guns 
defied  the  claim-Jumpers.

Ore*  She  Icy  Oold    Fields 

Later  tha  intrepid  young  missionary 
went  into  the  froaen  wastes  of  the  in- 
terior with  Major" Walsh  and  a  Govern- 
ment party.  He  tramped  over  the  track- 
less snow  trail  for  more  than  400  miles 
jo  the  gold  fields. 

Mr.  Dickey  was  asked  about  the 
Western  "bad  men"  ho  had  met  and 
mastered.  Just  aa  the  "Sky  Pilot"  In  the 
novel  and  the  play  wins  over  the  rough 
characters  he  meets.  The  minister  told 
of  one  such  man: 

"He  was  a  tough  fellow  they  called 
'Angel  Joe.'  The  miners  have  a  way 
of  naming  people  and  things  by  oppo- 
site". Joe  had  a  dance  house,  and  he 
wae  quite  a  problem  In  his  way.  The 
boys  brought  him  to  a  town  meeting 
which  was  held  In  the  little  church     in 


Skagway,  and  while  all  the  others  re* 
spected  tbe  house  of  divine  worship, 
'Angel,'  who  had  been  drinking,  wouldn't 
atop  smoking,  chewing  and  spitting.  A 
gambler  sitting  next  to  him  punched 
his  ribs  every  time  he  lighted  a  match, 
and  every  time  the  light  would  go  out. 
Finally  Joe  whipped  out  his  gun.  but 
bis  neighbor  and  others  interfered  and 
the  gun-play  was  stopped.  They  hustled 
the  fellow  out  of  the  church  and  he 
made  a  bee-Una  for  tbe  nearest  bar/'

Have  too  wondered  why  it  is  that  soma 
beautiful  expressions  of  the  noblest  art 
leaves  you  quite  cold  and  unmoved?  Per- 
haps yon  ha*«  been  at  a  public  entertain- 
ment and  hare  heard  an  operatic  aria  ex- 
quisitely rendered  by  a  finished  artist. 
There  was  all  the  wonder  of  perfect  tech- 
nique, absolute  purity  of  tone,  pianissimo 
as  soft  as  the  lightest  wind  in  the  grass, 
graduating  by  imperceptible  shades  into 
the  crescendo  of  full  organ  notes;  there 
were  all  the  ncecssary  variations  of  ex- 
pression, and  coupled  with  the  song,  went 
the  beauty  of  the  singer,  who  had  youth 
and  grace  and  abundance  of  physical 
charms.  And  yet,  the  music  has  left  you 
unconvinced.  You  are  ready  to  acknowl- 
edge the  perfection  of  the  art;  to  a  certain 
extent  you  can  even  wax  enthusiastic  about 
it  But  the  song  haa  not  touched  you  in 
the  depths  of  your  being.  It  has  not  made 
any  psychological  appeal.  Having  heard 
it  you  arc  no  better  than  you  were  before. 

Or  perhaps  you  have  listened  to  the 
rendition  of  some  lovely  classic  on  the 
piano  or  the  violin.  And  you  have  sat  and 
marvelled  aa  you  heard  it.  The  realization 
of  what  years  of  patient  labor  must  lie  be- 
hind the  consummate  expression  of  the 
{iresent  has  made  you  feel  a  sudden  humili- 
ty. You  have  said  to  yourself:  "He  has 
worked  and  struggled  and  sacrificed  simply 
that  I,  and  others  tike  me,  should  hear 
this."  It  hat  not  seemed  right  that  you 
have  not  felt  the  response  that  such  de- 
veloped talent  ought  to  call  for.  But  the 
fact  remains,  admirable  as  it  has  all  been, 
almost  perfect  from  a  technician's  point  of 
view,  it  has  made  no  appeal  to  the  heart  of 
you,  the  heart  of  you  that  listened  and 
hoped  hungrily,  and  at  the  last  remained 
unsatisfied* 

WhatTs  true  musically  Is  no  less  true 
the  other  arts,  poetry,  painting,  sculptur- 
ing, pottery,  architecture  and  to  on.  You 
may  read  something  that  it  a  triumph  of 
rhetorical  skill,  beauty  and  purity  of  dic- 
tion, and  poetic  loveliness  of  timile;  but 
it  reaches  you  not  at  all,  except  in  the  cool, 
unemotional  chambers  of  your  intellect 
where  the  purely  reasoning  renders  it  stu- 
dious justice,  scholarly  worth. 

And  you  see  a  picture,  a  painting,  the 
subject  matter  of  which  is  wholly  beauti- 
ful, and  which  having  been  treated  with 
the  faultiest  touch  of  an  expert  has  re- 
sulted in  perfection  of  detail,  of  perspective 
and  of  color.  But  it  conveys  no  meaning 
to  you,  nothing  at  all  beyond  the  fact  that 
it  is  mechanically  correct,  and  makes  a 
pretty  study.  Who  has  not  gazed  entirely 
unmoved  at  some  perfectly  executed  fig- 
ure or  group  in  marble  or  bronze;  at  some 
vase  of  intricate  mould  add  decoration;  at 
some  building  of  palatial  dimension  and 
artistry  of  design?  The  world  holds  an  in- 
finite number  of  tuch  creations,  the  handi- 
work of  the  tame  tort  of  people  who  render 
mutic  with  perfect  precision  and  entire  lack 
of  tout"  like  sounding  brass  or  a  tinkling 
cymbal/' 

On  the  other  hand,  the  world  holds  a  few 
people  who  indeed  "speak  with  the  tongue 
of  angels"  for  God  teems  to  have  chosen 
them  to  convey  Hit  own  metsage  of  love 
to  1  waiting  world.  Now  and  then  in  the 
course  of  your  life-time  you  have  heard  a 
singer,  a  singer  who  seemed  to  bring 
heaven  to  earth  in  the  joy  of  the  song. 
Listening  you  have  visioned  all  the  most 
beautiful  and  vital  things  of  life.  The 
spirit  of  the  tprtng  has  wrapped  _  you 
round,  you  have  seen  freshet-flood  rivers 
racing  in  glorious  abandon  to  the  sea;  you 
have  smelt  the  early  violets;  -the  west-wind 
hat  brushed  across  your  face  pregnant  with 

Cromise;  and  then,  from  the  earth  you  have 
een  lifted,  all  in  the  space  of  a  moment, 
and  behind  the  song  of  the  singer  you  have 
heard  tome  thing  of  God's  mutic  of  the 
spheres. 

Or  the  touch  of  someone's  hands  on  keys 
or  strings  hat  made  the  same  divine  appeal 
as  the  singer's  song.  Wholly  entranced 
you  have  sat  and  Httened,  your  eyet  thut; 
and  all  the  happiest  convictions  of  your 
life  have  closed  In  about  you.  You  find 
yourself  suddenly  believing  with  your  old, 
Mire  faith  in  love,  in  hope  and  human  kind- 
ness, tilt  it  seems  you  can  never  doubt 
attain.  And  lovely  memories  come  flooding 
hack,  memories  long  forgoten.  You  are 
young;  sensate  to  all  the  magic  sweetnesses 
of  earth  and  life.  And  the  sky  it  af  blue 
as  it.  was  when  you  were  a  little  boy  and 
God  was  everywhere. 

In  g  picture  gallery,  crowded  with  mas- 
terpieces one  small  painting  has  found  a 
place.  It  represents  a  storm  at  twilight- 
time,  that  mysterious  time  of  day  which 
the  French  describe  as  "le  moment  entre 
chien  at  loup."  The  water  is  sullenly  heav- 
ing, torn  clouds  streak  across  the  sky;  the 
grass  lies  flat  in  the  .wind  and  the  bushes 
huddle  back  before  ft  and  the  driving  rain. 
Only  on  tbe«edge  of  the  cliff  by  the  sea, 
one  treat  oak  stands  in  unmoved  majesty. 
Lookiffg  at  that  picture  you  become  quite 
lost  to  the  world  about  you.  All  at  once 
you  realize  that  there  is  that  in  the  human 
soul,  in  the  soul  of  you,  that  can  rise  tri- 
umphant over  any  earthly  calamity.  Nay, 
more,  that  the  visitation  of  that  calamity 
spells  the  travail  of  the  soul  as  it  is  born 
into  a  new  life. 

And  have  you  not  held  in  your  hand  at 
some  time  or  another  a  small  frail  example 
of  the  potter's  skill,  old  as  the  ages  per- 
haps, and  worn  by  time,  but  perfect  still  in 
its  simple  loveliness  of  curve  and  faithful 
workmanship  of  design  Looking  at  it. 
somehow  you  know  that  the  long  dead 
hands  that  moulded  it,  moulded  the  mutic 
of  the  artist's  soul  into  the  clay.  You 
vision  him  as  he  sat  at  work,  the  blue 
mountains  behind  him,  the  bluer  sea  at  his 
feet,  and  the  hot  Aegean  sunshine  filtering 
through  the.  leaves  of  the  trees  on  his 
bowed  head.  You  know  the  urge  -in  the 
young  heart  of  him,  the  Divine  impetus, 
unrecognised  as  such  perhaps,  but  over-, 
whelmtngly  potent,  that  he  sought  to  ex- 
press in  the  work  of  his  quick,  eager,  dex- 
terous fingers.  The  little  vase  to  you  be- 
comes a  holy  thing. 

It  is  very  fitting  that  the  greatest  archi- 
tecture of  the  ages  should  be  in  the  form 
of  temples. for  the  worship  of  God.  In- 
spired by  the  idea  behind  his  work.  It  is 
little  wonder  that  the  artist  in  times  gone 
by  created  that  which  was  considered  per- 
fect in  his  day,  and  because  it  .expressed 
noble  sincerity,  has  remained  the  most 
convincing  example  of  his  art  ever  since. 
The  fact  that  it  is  hallowed  by  the  centuries 
would  not  lend  a  church  a  beauty  of  de- 
sign which  it  never  possessed,  and  when 
we  kneel  in  some  of  the  old-world 
churches— alas  in  how  many  of  them  we 
maw  never  kneel  again— -we  know  mat  in 
the  tribute  of  our  prayers  which  we  offer 
there  to  God,  is  embodied  ike  deserved 
quota  of  praise  to  the  work  of  the  man 
who.  IMt  sis  ill  hi*  conception  of  Divinity 
in   the  beoutv  of  his  handiwork, 

Tt  seems  that  eo  far  aa  we  feel  the  in- 
spiration of  God  in  the  work  we  do,  ju»t 
so  He  must  that  work  be  alive,  and  carry 
the  Divine  message.  But  if  we  have  not 
knows)  that  inspiration—it  we   have     not 


subjected  ourselves  and  allowed  God  to 
speak  through  us,  then  must  our  work,  op 
matter -how  laborious  and  painstaking,  fail 
of  its  great  result. 

We  are  all  instruments  in  the  bands  of 
the  Divine,  vehicles  for  the  expression  of 
the  Supreme  will,  if  we  would  but  let  our- 
selves he  guided.  You  remember  Moses 
built  a  great. bouse,  so  that  he  could  ac- 
commodate any  travellers  who  should  come 
that  way,  but  when  they  essayed  to  thank 
him  for  his  kindness  to  them,  he  would  not 
accept  their  praise.  "Rather  thank  God," 
he  said,  "I  am  only  His  servant  trying  to 
obey  His  will." 

Many  of  us  do  not  recognize  this.  Ws 
look  upon  the  possession  of  onr  talents  as 
a  purely  personal  gift,  carrying  no  obliga- 
tion to  anybody  except  ourselves.  We  do 
not  realize  that  it  is  through  them  we  arc 
given  the  inestimable  privilege  of  express- 
ing the  eternal  harmonies.  "Thou  who  art 
the  spirit  of  manifestation,  manifest  thyself 
in  me,"  cried  the  rishis  of  old.  And  it  is 
this  spirit  of  self-immolation  on  the  altar 
of  the  Supreme  Ego,  the  World-Soul,  which 
mutt  prevail,  before  our  work  can  become 
a  furtherance,  an  expression  of  the  joy  of 
God. 

But  having  realized  thie  ft  is  as  if  a  door 
hitherto  closed  had  been  opened  to  us,  and 
we  were  free  to  go  out  from  our  dark  little 
house  of  self  into  the  vast  out-of-doors  of 
God's  love.  Then  all  the  work  that  we  do 
becomes  a  joy  unspeakable,  for  we  know 
that  it  is  an  expression  of  truth  eternal,  not 
because  of  ourself,  or  what  that  self  has 
done,  but  because  that  work  is  the  voice  of 
God  speaking  through  us.  Could  such 
work,  so  inspired,  fail  to  carry  its  message? 
Nay,  rather  such  a  message  is  eternal  in  its 
results,  it  acts  and  reacts  npon  every  one 
it  reaches,  and  through  one  generation  to 
another. 

"For  God  so  loved  the  world  "That  is 
the  keynote.  Love.  When  "Love  takes  up 
the  harp  of  life"  there  can  be  no  discord, 
only  harmonies  so  divinely  inspired  that 
the  whole  world  must  pause  to  try  and  get 
attune.  It  is  this  love,  the  motive  behind 
all  their  efforts,  wich  .-.takes  the  work  of 
our  greatest  artists  a  true,  a  living  thing; 
and  it  is  the  lack  of  it  which  leaves  unin- 
spired creations,  cold,  and  without  appeal. 

Just  now  those  who  carry  this  divine 
message  are  as' few  as  the  stars  in  a  cloud- 
ed night-sky;  but  there  shall  come  a  time 
when  we  shall  all  know  "the  Deity  who  is 
manifesting  Himself  in  the  activities  of  the 
universe  dwells  in  man  as  the  supreme 
soul."  Then  it  shall  be  as  if  "God  the 
Lamplighter  carried  His  torch  of  love  from 
star  to.  star"  and  set  the  whole  heavens 
aglow  with  shining  glory,  banishing  for- 
ever thenhadows  of  ignorance  and  doubt. 

THE  STORY  OF  THE 
PROVINCES 

"Father  of  unity  make   this  people  one." 

New  Brunswick 

AFTER  the  fall  of  Port  Royal  in  1710, 
although  Acadie  had  been  ceded  to  the 
English,  the  allegiance  of  the  Acadian* 
themselves  was  purely  nominal,  and  as  for 
those  in  the  territory  north  of  the  Bay  of 
Fundy  (New  Brunswick ),  the  French  there 
insisted  that  that  part  of  the  country  had 
not  been  included  in  Acadie,  but  was  part 
of  the  Continent  of  Canada.  They  objected 
strenuously  to  any  jurisdiction  on  the  part 
of  the  British,  and  the  real  question  as  to 
the  limits  of  Acadie  was  not  settled  until 
the  conquest  of  Canada  in  1795. 

During  these  years  of  ditpute  at  to  the 
boundary,  the  Trench  settlements  in  what 
is  now  New  Brunswick  continued  to  grow, 
apace.  The  marsh  lands'  of  Westmoreland 
and  Albert  were  drained  by  them,  improved 
and  planted.  Then  as  now  Hopewell  Cape 
bore  the  onslaught  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy 
waters  twice  a  day;  and  then  as  now  the 
high  red  cliffs,  broken  and  distorted  by  the 
rushing  waters  into  eerie  shapes  and  twist- 
ed columns,  and  deep,  dark  caves,  had  many 
a  witch  tale  and  ghost  story  all  of  their 
own.  In  the  autumn  evenings,  round  the 
burning  log  in  the  great  fireplace,  the  little 
Acadian  children  used  to  sit,  hot-cheeked 
and  round-eyed,  listening  to  the  whispered 
legends,  while  the  wind  and  the  waves  sang 
outside.  Then  as  now  the  "bor,"  the  great 
wave  parapet  of  the  Petitcodiac,  swept  in 
with  the  tide,  carrying  all  before  it;  and 
then  as  now  in  the  Spring  the  tides  rose  to 
the  great  height  of  fiftv  feet  ami  more. 
Many  Acadians  settled  on  the  River  3i. 
John  and  on  the  Mirimichi,  and  in  various 
places  along  the  eastern  shore  of  New 
Brunswick,  as  far  north  as  Nipisguit  on 
Chaleur  Bay. 

On  Chaleur  Bay  tolay  is  the  flourishing 
town  of  Caraquet,  said  to  be  the  largest  and 
oldest  French  settlement  in  New  Bruns- 
wick, and  one  of  the  chief  fishing  centres 
of  all  the  province.  Norman,  Acadian  and 
Jersey  French  make  up  its  population,  and 
some  of  the  inhabitants  will  proudly  tell 
you  that  their  ancestors  were  the  first  to 
discover  America.  In  Lc  Bocage*  a  grove 
of  beech  and  birch  near  Caraquet,  is  a  little 
chapel  dedicated  to  St  Anne,  and  from  this 
vantage  point  one  can  see  the  tall  Gaspe 
Hills  on  the  north  shore  of  the  Bay  Cha- 
leur. One  may  also  sec  another  wonderful 
sight,  though  he  will  be  more  fortunate  if 
he  docs  not,  for  such  a  sight  means  dis- 
aster to  himself  or  those  dear  to  him. 
Every  one  round  about  the  Bay  Chaleur 
will  tell  you  about  the  Fire  Ship,  for  every 
one  who  lives  there  has  seen  it  at  some 
time  or  another,  and  some  have  seen  it 
more  than  once.  It  appears  upon  the 
horizon,  a  till  boat  all  aflame,  and  it  in- 
variably betokens  misfortune.  In  the  month 
of  June,  1914,  it  appeared  to  all  the  people 
in  Caraquet,  and  in  that  month,  the  day 
after  the  vision,  there  came  a  terrible  hur- 
ricane and  there  were  dozens  of  the  fish- 
ing boats  wrecked  and  scores  of  people 
lost  their  lives.  This  is  one  of  the  legends 
as  old  as  the  oldest  Acadian  settlement,  and 
maybe  older. 

During  the  sorrowful  period  of  the  Ex- 
pulsion of  the  Acadians  there  were  three 
thousand  of  them  living  in  what  is  now 
New  Brunswick,  and  nearly  one-half  of 
them  were  deported  at  various  times.  Some 
of  them  went  to  Louisbourg.  some  to  the 
Islands  of  St.  Pierre  and  Miquelon,  off  the 
coast  of  Newfoundland,  and  some  to  Que- 
bec. But  many  remained,  and  were  there 
to  welcome  returning  exiles.  Today  the 
descendants  of  these  Acadians  form  an 
important  element  of  the  New  Brunswick 
population.  North  of  Moncton  the  shore 
is  almost  entirety  ncopled  by  French  fisher- 
folk,  and  in  the  Catholic  diocese  of  which 
Chatham  is  the  ecclesiastical  capital  there 
are  52/xx)  French.  Chatham  is  on  the 
shores  of  the  Mirimichi  Bay,  which  widens 
from  the  mouth  of  <he  assembled  Mirimichi 
Rivera  into  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence.  The 
Mirimichi.  next  to  the  St.  John,  is  the  most 
mtportant  river  system  m  this  province  of 
magnificent  waterways.     The  bead  waters 

°J  S*  ?ib?l*rie*  Wwiihinv  eaty.  ncetaejas 
°l  th*  St.  John  and  Tobique.  Residents  in 
this  district  will  tell  you  of  the  "Greet 
Fire."  Indeed  any  New  Rfenswicher 
speaks  of  the  Mirimichi  fire  with  awe.  It 
has  gone  down  in  Canadian  history  as  one 
of  the  most  appalling  of  all  conflagrations. 
•  t  happened  to  the  year  1825.  It  swept 
away  villages  and  towns,  burned  ship-,  in 
the   harbors,  and   devoured   three     million 


acres  of  forest  land.  Survivors  have  hand- 
ed down  wonderful  tales. to  their  children 
of  hairbreadth  escapes;  of  seeking  refuge 
in  the  waters  of  the  rivers  along  with  wild 
animals  from  the  woods,  caribou,  wolves, 
deer,  moose,  foxes  and  beers,  Another  story 
the  Acadians  will  tell  you  happened  a 
century  and  a  half  'ago.  The  commander ' 
of  the  vessel  which  was  bearing  Wolfe's 
body  to  England  had  sent  members  of  bis 
crew  ashore  at  the  mouth  of  the  Mirimichi 
to  get  fresh  water.  The  Acadians  came 
down  to  help  them  and  to  offer  hospitality, 
when  suddenly  many  Indians  sprang  out 
of  the  timber  lands  and  stacked  those  on 
shore,  killing  all  the  sailors  and  some  of 
the  Acadians,  and  then  making  off.  When 
his  men  did  not  return  the  captain  of  the 
ship  sent  others  to  look  for  them  only  to 
find  their  bodies  terribly  mutilated  lying 
near  the  water.  In  spite  of  the  protesta- 
tions of  the  poor  Acadians.  the  captain  or- 
dered them  all  to  be  killed.  The  fortifica.- 
tions  of  the  place  were  destroyed,  aud  the 
houses  and  the  church  burned.  Too  late 
the  captain  found  out  his  terrible  mistake, 
that  the  Indians  were  guilty,  but  the  Aca- 
dians entirely  innocent. 

It  was  on  September  the  aoth,  1758,  that 
Brigadier-General  Monckton  landed  with 
2,000  troops  at  the  mouth  of  the  St.  John 
and  took  possession  of  the  old  French  fort 
on  the  west  side  of  the  harbor.  His 
soldiers  went  on  up  the  river  and  destroyel 
the  Acadian  settlements.  They  also  de- 
stroyed a  thriving  settlement  on  the  Petti- 
codtac.  Monckton  rebuilt  the  fort  at  the 
mouth  of  the  St.  John  and  called  it  Fort 
Frederick,  and  under  its  protection  some 
years  later  settlements  were  established  at 
Portland  Point  just  across  the  harbor  and 
at  Maugerville,  sixty-five  miles  up  the  river, 
by  colonists  from  Massachusetts.  Just  here 
it  may  be  interesting  to  note  that  long  be- 
'  fore  the  English  settled  in  this  part  of  New 
Brunswick,  long  before  the  French  planted 
their  little  colonies,  and  long,  dong  before 
the  Indians  themselves  glided  along  the 
forest  trails,  or  built  their  birch  teepees  be- 
side the  little  tributaries  to  Grand  Lake* 
other  races  must  have  made  their  homes 
here.  For  examples  of  pottery  used  In 
the  Stone  Age  have  been  unearthed  on 
the  shores  of  Maquapit  Lake,  urns  tooled 
in  the  rush  pattern  and  decorated  with 
lines  of  dots,  while  in  the  valley  of  the 
Kennebecasis  implements  fashioned  from 
Carnelian  and  chalcedony  have  been  found. 

The  English  newcomers  found  the  In- 
dians ready  to  accept  the  new  regime, 
though  quite  without  enthusiasm,  and 
they  entered  into  a  treaty  with  them  and 
established  trading  posts  for  them  at  the 
Fort  and  other  convenient  places.  Very 
soon  there  were  promising  settlements  at 
Maugerville,  Sackville,  Chignecto  and  at 
the  mouth  of  the  St.  John.  The  townships 
along  the  Petitcodiac  and  the  St.  John  be- 
gan to  thrive.  But  progress  was  slow.  In 
•766  there  were  only  1,200  English  speak- 
ing people  to  be  found  north  of  the  Bay  of 
Fundy.  In  1772  some  hundreds  of  English 
settlers  arrived,  principally  from  Yorkshire. 
These  immigrants  remained  a  thoroughly 
loyal  body  of  people  throughout  the  Revo- 
lution, did  much  to  counteract  the  in- 
fluence of  New  Englanders  who  had  set- 
tled in  New  Brunswick. 

It  was  not  until  after  the  Revolution 
that  New  Brunswick  played  a  very  import- 
ant part  in  Canadian  history.  On  the  eve 
of  this  event  there  were  about  4,000  people 
living  in  the  province,  1,500  of  them  being 
Acadians.  The  settlements  were  very 
scattered.  The  life  was  very  primitive.  The 
people  have  few  educational  or  religious 
advantages.  The  older  folk  were"  very  nar- 
row, and  clung  to  their,  time-worn  customs. 
"Every  man  planted,  sowed,  ploughed,  and 
gathered  in  his  crops  as  his  grandfather 
had  done  before  him.  He  salted  down  the 
same  quantity  of  beef  and  pork,  wore  the 
same  kind  of  stockings,  and  at  table  said 
grace  with  his  wife  and  children  in  accord- 
ance with  the  traditions  of  many  genera- 
tions."

How  much  confusion  of  thought  comes 
from  our  interest  in  self,  and  from  our 
vanity  when  thinking  "I  am  so  great"  or 
"I  have  done  this  wonderful  deed?"  The 
thought  of  your  "I"  stands  between  your 
rational  nature  and  truth;  banish  it  and  then 
you  will  see  things  as  they  are.  He  who 
thinks  correctly  will  rid  himself  of  ignor- 
ance and  acquire  wisdom.  The  ideas  "I 
am"  and  "i  shall  be"  and  "I  shall  not  be" 
do  not  occur  to  a  clear  thinker. 

Moreover,  if  your  ego  remains  how  can 
you  attain  true  deliverance  ?  If  your  ego  is 
to  be  reborn  in  any  of  the  three  worlds,  be 
it  hell,  upon  earth,  or  be  it  in  heaven,  we 
shall  meet  again  and  again  the  same  in- 
evitable doom  of  existence.  _  We  shall  be 
implicated   in  egotism  and  sin. 

All  combination  is  subject  to  separation, 
and  we  cannot  escape  birth,  disease,  old 
age  and  death. 

From  the  Philosophy  of  India 
The  animal  intelligence  knows  facts,  the 
human  mind  has  power  to  apprehend  truth. 
The  apple  falls  from  the  tree,  the  rain  de- 
scends upon  the  earth — you  can  go  on  bur- 
dening your  memory  with  such  facts  and 
never  come  to  an  end.  But  once  you  get 
hold  of  the  law  of  gravitation  you  can  dis- 
pense with  the  necessity  of  collecting  facts 
ad  infinitum.  You  have  got  at  one  truth 
which  governs  numberless  facts.  This  dis- 
covery of  a  truth  is  pure  joy  to  man — it  is 
a  liberation  of  his  mind.  For  a  mere  fact 
is  like  a  blind  lane,  it  leads  only  to  itself, 
it  has  no  beyond.  But  a  truth  opens  up 
a  whole  horizon,  it  leads  us  to  the  Infinite. 
That  is  the  reason  why  when  a  man  like 
Darwin  discovers  some  simple  natural 
truth  about  biology  it  does  hot  stop  there, 
but  like  a  lamp  shedding  its  light  far  be- 
yond the  object  for  which  it  is  lighted,  it 
illumines '  the  whole  region  of  human  life 
and  thought,  transcending  its  original  pur- 
.  pose.  Thus  we  find  that  truth,  while  invest- 
ing all  facts,  is  not  a  mere  aggregate  of 
facts — it  surpasses  them  on  all  sides  and 
points  to  the  infinite  reality. 

MUSIC  AND  THE  STAGE 


LAST  week  we  mentioned  a  musical 
event  of  some  importance,  which  took 
place  in  the  Mother  Country,-  to  be 
more  exact,  at  the  beautiful  church  of  Sts. 
Peter  and  Paul  of  Cattistock  in  Dorset, 
where  a  recital  was  given  by  Professor  J. 
Denyn,  the  carillonneur  of  Malines.  These 
recitals  draw  thousands  of  people,  and  aie 
probably  more  of  an  attraction  today  than 
ever  before  on  account  of  the. terrible  havoc 
the  war  has  wrought  among  the  churchly 
edifices  of  Europe,  and  the  numbers  of 
lovely  chimes  which  have  been  forever 
silenced.  A  writer  in  Musical  America  has 
given  a  most  interesting  history  of  these 
chimes  in  various  lands. 

From  'the  earliest  times  it  has  been  the 
custom  to  decorate  and  inscribe  bells  as 
a  memorial  to  their  donor  and  we  are  given 
the  various  inscriptions  on  those  at  Catti- 
stock, some  of  the  costliest  of  which  bear 
the  names  of  Wingficld  Digby  (Lord  of  the 
Manor),  Barnes,  Toppin,  Still,  Marten 
Rooke,  Ward,  Pope,  Wightman,  Hankey, 
Hemming,  Duff  and  Garforth. 
Cost  of  a  Carillon 
The  cost  of  a  carillon  of  thirty-five  belts 
is  some  £2,365  (SI  1,825),  and  the  coat  of 
the  tower  at  Cattistock  was  £.1,000 
($15,000),  the  latter  being  the  gift  of  the 
Rev.  II.  Keith  Barnes.  The  hells  were 
hung  in  1882,  but  for  ten  years  they  re- 
mained silent,  save  for  the  fact  that  a  cage 
was  provided  for  eight  of  them  to  be  rung 
as  a  peal.  In  1892  Mr.  Stickland  became 
the  rector  and  at  once  set  to  work  to  pro- 
vide the  remaining  two  bells,  the  keyboard 
and  automatic  barrels,  and  necessary 
mechanical  >  connections.  Thus,  in  1899— 
after  seven  years  of  ceaseless  work — the 
remaining  twenty-five  bells  loosened  their 
tongues  and  were  heard — to  the  delight  of 
the  countryside.  It  was  found  that  about 
£40  a  year  was  required  for  their  main- 
tenance, which  has  been  guaranteed  through 
the  liberality  o(  the  Barnes  family,  and  now 
a  carillon  recital  is  an  annual  occurrence. 
The  adding  of  the  two  bells  completed 
three    octaves,    and    the    tunes    »t   present 

Stayed  daily  on  the  barrel  are  "Le  lion  de 
landre"  and  "Hold  Worthy  Bells." 

The  motive  power  of  these  bells  is  sap- 
plied  by  a  weight  of  eight  cwt.,  which  is 
controlled  by  a  powerful  fly  of  four  fans 
artistically  formed  to  represent  swans.  The 
keyboard  which  is-  used  for  a  recital  and 
on  which  any  tune  may  be  played  is  en- 
tirely separate  from  the  automatic  carillon 
and  consists  of  thirty-five  keys  of  wood 
and  eleven  pedals,  the  keys  connecting  with 
the  clappers  of  the  bells,  but  having  no 
association  with  the  hammers  (which  are 
outside  the  belts).  The  pedals  are  con- 
nected with  the  eleven  largest  bells  and  are 
supplementary  to  the  hand  keys. 

Despite  the  English  love  of  bells.  Bel- 
gium has  alwaya  been  the  land  of  belle 
and  belfrys.  alas,  now  almost  all  things  of 
the  past,  for  very  little  has  ever  been 
known  about  these  bcOs  as  to  size,  weight 
or  inscriptions,  for  in  few  munacipul 
archives  were  records  of  them  kept.  The 
most  famous  were  at  Bruges.  Louvaim, 
Ghent.  Antwerp.  N'amur.  kferhhn,  ltaJnsce 
and  at  Tourney,  where  the  famous  old 
belfry  housed  forty  bells  and  wea  said  to 
have  been  built  on  as  Roman  base  dating 
from  the  Twelfth  century.  One  famous 
Antwerp  beH  has  the  Latin  inscription: 
There  is  neither  speech  nor  lengusge.  hut 
their  voice*  are  Heard  among  men. 
■oRo  That  Weigh  Tone 

The  largest  bells  of  a  carilluu  of  thirty- 


five  to  forty  belle  win  weigh  many  tons 
end  the  smallest  not  more  than  a  few 
pounds.  The  largest  hell  that  has  ever 
been  cast,  used  to  he  in  Moscow,  wee 
twenty-one  feet  high,  sixty  feet  in  orcein- 
lerencc.  and  weighed  200  tons.  The  word 
"carillon"  is  derived  from  the  Italian  "ouad- 
riglio"  or  "quadrille,"  for  it  was  in  Italy 
that  the  casting  of  bells  began,  though  it 
hag  been  left  to  the  Belgians  to  develop 
that  art  and  for  the  British  to  perfect  it 
and  carry  it  on.  Today  eur  greatest  foun- 
dries arc  at  Loughborough,  Taylor  it  Sons 
and  Gillett  of  Croyden. 

Bells,  per  se,  must  be.  of  great  antiquity 
for  .in  Exodus  we  read  of  a  high  priest's 
dress  being  decorated  with  a  "golden  hell 
and  a  pomegranitc."  They  were  need  by 
the  Hebrews  as  a  call  to  service,  even  as 
the  Roman  and  other  churches  still  dp. 
The  Italians  claim  the  making  of  the  firs* 
Urge  bells,  and  thence  they  came  to  Greet 
Britain.  In  the  year  860  Ingulphue  men- 
tions a  chime  of  six  bells  at  the  Abbey  of 
Croyland  in  Lincolnshire,  which  had  been 
presented  by  the  Abbot  Turketulua.  Bells 
were  first  used  regularly  in  churches  about 
the  year  900  by  the  order  of  Pope  John  IX, 
and  King  Egbert  commanded  every  priest 
at  the  proper  hours  to  sound  the  bells  of 
his  church. 

The  clock  tower  of  the  Houses  of  Parlia- 
ment is  about  the  same  height  as  the  Ma- 
lines Tower  and  it  is  hoped  to  replace  the 
cracked  and  decaying  bell,  "Big  Ben,"  by 
a  fine  carillon  which,  being  on  the  aide  of 
the  Thames,  could  be  heard  for  many  miles. 
Such  a  chime  would  cost  some  £14,000 
and  would  be  a  fitting  war-memorial  to  the 
sorrows  of  Belgium  and  the  high  aims  and 
ideals  of  those  who  have  sacrificed  all  in 
this  war.

It  wan  amusing  how,  when  10 
o'clock  struck,  crowds  centered  around 
the  entrancea  to  the  bars  and  liquor 
fetor**  intent  on  seeing  what  would  hap- 
pen. The  bar  attendants  had  no  diffi- 
culty In  getting  rid  of  their  patrons  and 
the  whole  proceedings  were  so  orderly 
as  to  be  positively  dull.  There  wasn't 
even  a  "kick"  in  the  dying  agony  of  the 
demon. 

Must  1»t.  gpeat  Tortune 
It  would  be  Interesting  to  know  Just 
how  much  money  haa  been  spent  for 
liquor  by  those  who  were  laying  In 
atocks.  It  must  have  amounted  to  a 
veritable  fortune.  The  rush  on  Friday 
was  great  but  yesterday's  was  as  per- 
sistent. Everywhere  on  the  .streets 
could  be  seen  indivlduala  with  bulky 
parcels,  the  wrapping  of  which  did  not 
altogether  hide  the  contour  of  the  bat- 
tles contained  within:  many  a  market 
bag  carried  by  a  member  of  the  fair  sex 
secreted  a  bottle,  and  aome  there  were 
who  did  not  disdain  to  pack  the  festive 
«le  ml  John.  It  was  the  Isst  chance  and 
many  did  not  attempt  to  hide  their  er- 
rand. The  retail  stores  were  picked 
throughout   the  day  and  shelves   Which

These  mega  tinea  aad 
the  guide  are  alwaya  at  tho  disposal  of 
the  public,  and  very  often  It  la  the  only 
way  In  which  It  la  possible  to  obtain 
current  Information  on  topics  on  which 
no  standard  book  haa  yet  been  publish- 
ed For  Instance,  there  are  at  present 
no  Nooks  to  be  had  on  certain  forma  at 
mechanics  developed  by  the  war,  no 
works  are  available  on  the  now  well- 
known  camouflage,  and  the  recent  die- 
coverlee  of  mineral  salts  suitable  for 
agriculture  In  the  Western  States  have 
not  yet  been  written  up  in  book  form, 
but  inquirers  at  the  library  can  get  all 
manner  of  useful  information  on  theee 
and  other  subjects  from  old  magastnea 
by   using  the  guide  to  locate  them. 

This  work  is  but  a  small  part  of  the 
service  to  the  community  which  out-of- 
date  magaslaee  render.  Many  of  the 
weekly  and  monthly  papers  are  not  In- 
cluded In  the  guide,  and  la  aome  of 
these  arc  to  bo  found  ankles  of  great 
merit  which  are  saved.  There  are  also 
mnny  useful  items  In  the  ragged  old 
magasines  which  have  been  circulating 
for  montha.  and '  the  process  by  which 
they  are  kept  for  future  uae  Is  inter- 
esting. 

The  first  step  Is  for  the  chle/  It- 
brnfiap  to  mark  what  Is  wanted,  and  a 
recent  case  will  serve  very  well  for  a 
general  example  By  the  time  thin 
magaslne  waa  finished  with,  all  that  re- 
mained for  the  furnace  was  a  couple  of 
advertisements  for  breakfasts  foods 
and  another  for  a  rubber  tyre. 

Starting  at  the  advertisements  In  the 
front  a  couple  of  photos  of  men  well 
known  to  the  public  as  munition  makes* 
on  a  grand  scale,  were  found  Incor- 
porated in  an  advertisement.  No  pic- 
tures of  these  men  were  In  the  library. 
they  might  never  be  naked  for,  but  te 
forestall  any  inquiry  thoae  two  pictures 
Were  marked  for  keeping.  Later,  one  of 
the  students  who  is  taking  the  library 
course  will  mount  and  Index  them,  and 
they  will  be  available  to  the  public 
until  something  better  Is  obtained,  when

Users  of  the  reading  room  of  the  Vic- 
toria Public  Library  often  ask  the  ques- 
tion: "What  becomes  of  the  magasines 
which  have  seen  their  day  on  the  tables 
:■  ■••  I  shelves  of  the  library?"  and  are 
frequently  amazed  when  they  are  told 
of  the  uses  to  which  they  are  put,  and 
the    va'ue    which    Is   attached    to    them, 


The  same  thing  happened  to  a  picture 
of  a  certain  manufacturing  plant,  and 
a  photo  of  a  salmon  netting  scene  on 
the  Fraaer  River,  all  came  out  of  their 
places  in  the  advertising  section  and 
will  be  of  use  to  the  public  if  required. 

Coming  to  the  reading  matter,  a  com- 
plete story  of  a  purely  fictional  char- 
acter was  marked  to  be  take*  out  and 
sent.  In  company  with  several  others 
later  found,  to  the  patients  In  the  tuber- 
cuosls  and  Isolation  wards  of  the  local 
hospitals,  after  being  used  there  they 
will  be  burnt.  An  article  on  wools  for 
knitting  purposes,  the  type  required  and 
the  method  of  preparing  It  and  others 
on  several  other  subjects  were  put  ea 
one  side  for  filing,  and  will  be  uaed  to 
strengthen  weak  points  In  the  resources 
of  the  library.  This  Is  the  whole  aim 
of  the  work,  the  library  keeps  these 
articles  until  books  by  recognised 
authorities  are  available,  and  when  auch 
a  standard  work,  covering  In  full  the 
ground  occupied  by  these  ex- 
cerpts, is  received,  the  clippings  are 
discarded.  The  system  of  filing  Is  Inter- 
esting, any  of  these  little  articles  can 
be  located  at  a  moment'a  notice,  and 
between  the  library's  own  savings  and 
the  Reader's  Guide  which  la  uaed  with 
the  good  copies  stored  in  tho  basement. 
It  is  possible  for  a  student  to  get  super- 
ficial information,  of  an  up-to-date 
character,  on  nearly  every  subject  under 
the  sun.

"Whereabouts?" 

"I  won't  toll  you,  but  the  Govern- 
ment has  got  my  samples." 

The  Esquimaux,  Capt.  Bernler  be- 
lieves, will  become  good  Canadians. 
"They  can  be  civilised."  he  contended, 
"if  we  send  out  people,  prteete  and  min- 
isters to  them.  The  old  people  sre  hard 
to  convert  but  the  young  generation  In 
thirty  yesrg  will  be  Just  ss  good  as  the 
people  here.  We  will  have  to  toll  them 
how  to  build  houses  and  to  provide  for 
the  future.  Before  we  arrived  some  sf 
them  were  starving  for  lack  of  proper 
tools. 

The  Esquimaux  had  never  heaad  of 
the  war.  but  we  had  lota  of  magaalnes 
and  Illustrated  papers  With  us.  snd  they 
took  mueh  interest  We  were  able,  to 
give  them  an  Ides  of  the  destruction 
and  trouble  that  was  going  on." 


In  the  mineral  possibilities  the  cap- 
tain has  great  hopes.  Besides  the  sil- 
ver he  discovered,  ho  found  traces  of 
copper  snd  Iron  pyrites,  which  If  an- 
alysed, msy  he  worth  something. 
"There  ia  plenty  of  coal."  he  declared. 
"I  found  many  seams.  Of  course  It 
would  bo  scarcely  worth  carrying  all 
that  distance,  but  It  ahould  prove  work- 
able for  thooo  who  live  there.

SEATTLE.  Sept  St.— All  the  steel 
shipbuilders  employed  in  the  shipyards 
of  the  Seattle  Conatruetlen  and  Dry- 
dock  Co„  F.  Outhie  and  Company,  the 
Amee  Shipbuilding  and  Drydock  Com- 
pany, and  nine  smaller  companies  struck 
st  II  o'clock  thia  morning,  as  had  been 
planned  for  weeks.

The  strikers  hove  opened  headquar- 
ters and  sre  thoroughly  organised  to 
handle  a  strike.  The  strike  committee's 
duties,  however,  will  be  to  keep  la 
touch  with  the  ehlpyarda  and  the  ship- 
building labor  adjustment  board,  with  a 
view  to  obtaining  acceptance  of  the  new 
view  to  obtaining  acceptance  of  the  new 
terma  with  their  late  employers.  No 
effort  will  be  made  to  operate  any  of  the 
plants  where  the  employees  atruck  to- 
day. 

The  strike  reaulta  from  the  refusal  of 
n  large  majority  of  the  employers  to 
sign  the  new  agreement.  Both  the  old 
agreement  and  the  proposed  new  one 
provided  for  the  closed  shop  and  the 
eight-hour  day,  and  those  questtohe  sre 
not  Involved  In  the  present  controversy. 
The  sole  issue  is  a  general  wage  in- 
crease demanded  oy  the  untone  on  the 
ground  of  a  correspondingly  general  In- 
crease In  the  cost  of  living  aince  the  eld 
agreement  ae  entered  waa  algned. 

The  lending  feature  of  the  agreement 
the  employers  have  refused  to  sign  la 
Its  demand  of  a  basic  minimum  wsge  of 
II  a  day  for  practically  all  mechanics 
The  old  scale  gave  mechanics  a  mini- 
mum of  from  |4.M  to  15  a  dsy  In  most 
trades 

During  the  life  of  the  old  agreement 
the  employers  granted  virtually  In- 
creases of  wagee  to  skilled  workers  In 
practically  all  of  the  trades  Involved, 
and  for  thia  reason  It  la  virtually  im- 
possible to  make  a  comparison  of  the 
old  and  the  new  agreements  to  ahow 
the  Increasee  demanded. 

•The  striking  unionists  contend,  how- 
ever, thst  the  Increases  average  less 
than  21  per  cent  over  the  scale  that  now 
prevails.  The  Boilermakers  snd  Iron 
shipbuilders'  local  union,  whose  mem- 
bers Ineludea  more  than  one-third  et 
the  workers  on  strike,  for  example,  haa 
prepared  figures  to  ahow  that  the  In- 
crease asked  for  Its  men  will  average 
about  22  per  cent.  The  machinists 
make  a  similar  claim.  The  ateam  engin- 
eers aasert  that  they  are  asking  about 
SI  per  cent  more  than  they  sre  now  re- 
ceiving.

aaar  putaakua  dykes  at  the  Otoat  *ad 
Jumbo.  CsalOBa  aad  ephalerlle  contain 
considerable  stiver. 

The  dlatributlon  af  value  t*  not  uni- 
form, but,  as  1b  moat  otw-dspoalts.  It  Is 
concentrated  la  favorable  localities.  The 
stae  of  the  org  sheets  deneaoa  somewhat 
oa  tho  way  ta  which  th*  term  ia  donned. 
Lowor-grade  are  can  BOW  be  werhod 
tbsa  could  formerly,  sad  hence  the  stae 
of  a  Shoot  lacrosses  with  the  decreased 
operating  esota. 

Probably  tho  lergeat'  body  of  are  ever 
worked  ta  the  camp  was  that  opened  by 
the  Lo  Rot,  Thla  was  feoad  on  tho  eaat 
side  of  the  JoJJle  dyke.  It  had  a  stope 
length  af  100  feet  and  wss  followed 
dowa  to  the  BBB-foot  level.

14SS  on  the  fourteenth  level  of  the  War 
Kagle  and  No.  115  oa  th*  La  Rot  101- 
foot  level.  The  former  has  bean  opened 
for  a  length  of  about  100  feet  and  '  a 
width  of  BO  to  40  feet.  It  haa  beea  cross- 
cut BOO  feet  below  tbe  fourteenth  level. 
Tho  ore*  here  are  pyrite  and  pyrrhotlte 
with  some  ohslcopyrlta.  The  sulphides 
form  intersecting  velna  t  to  3  foot  in 
width.  In  altered  dtortte  porphyry.  The 
Le  Rot  stope  belongs  to  the  same  type, 
with  a  somewhat  amaller  « mount  of  aul- 
phldea.  It  Ml  being  mined  to  a  Width  of 
about  SO  feet.  The  ground  Is  bsdly 
broken  and  mining  costs,  except  for 
timbering,  are  low.  This  increases  the 
width  of  payable  or*  considerably. 

The  relation  of  the  ord-shoota  to  the 
character  of  the  country-rock  Is  influ- 
enced by  the  different  physical  aropa*- 
flos  of  tho  varioua  formations.  In  all 
rooks  of  a  hard  but  brittle  character, 
such  ss  tbe  moBSoatts,  dlortte  por- 
phyry, SjraBBBiatlta,  and  augit*  porphy- 
rite,  tbe  fractures  produced  are  much 
alike  and  the  ore-bodies  are  essentiality 
of  the  seme  character.  Ob  the  other 
hand,  tho  same  forces  acting  oa  the 
yielding  steles  aad  tuffe  of  the  Meunt 
Roberta  formation  have  produced  sonee 
of  mashing  which  are  impregnated  to 
sease  esHoat,  but  were  evidently  too  im- 
pervious to  receive  ore-bodies  of  im- 
portant also. 

The  factor  of  chief  Importance  In  the 
localisation  of  the  ore-shoota  has  been 
the  aorth-aauth  faulting  ia  largo  part 
controlled  by  tho  dyka-ayatem.  Along 
tho  baato  dykaa.  espoatailr  tha  eoft  mice- 
bearing  varietlee.  there  has  beea  consid- 
erable movement.  The  gouge  produced 
has  retarded  circulation  of  mineralising 
aolutlona  along  the  intersecting  ore- 
fissures  aad  caassd  a  considerable  en- 
richment of  tho  ore-gone  at  that  point. 
Tho  fault  rather  thaa  tho  dyke  seeraa 
ta  he  the  important  element.  slBee  there 
are  tarso  akoote  not  bounded  by  dykaa. 
Aa  a  rule,  however,  they  are  found 
against  baato  dykaa,  usually  on  the  un- 
der-aida  if  the  dyke  Ml  sot  vertical.  A 
striking  example  Is  the  original  ode- 
body  of  the  La  Roi.  This  has  as  Its 
western  boundary  tbe  Joole  dyke,  which 
has  been  much  affected  by  faults  along 
both  walls.  Beyond  it  tho  are  has  re- 
oeatly  beea  found  dleplaoed  BOO  feet. 
Tho  croae-freeturee  are  act  themailv— 
miaarallsed  to  aay  Bjreat  extent,  aad  for 
this  rssaoa  might  at  flrat  soom  to  bo 
entirely  later  thaa  tha  ore.  The  movo- 
Bsaat  along  them,  especially  la  the  mle* 
dykes,  haa  developed  impervious  secoad- 
*ry  producto  that  prevented  the  ore 
solutions  from  penetrating,  aad  far  this 
reason  they  are  not  filled  with  mineral*. 
Very  often  alao,  as  la  the  example  men- 
tioned later,  faulting  along  the  old  fiss- 
ure hks  taken  place. 

There  are  also  eases  where  the  sul- 
phides have  continued  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  dyke  aad  associated  fault, 
but  whore  the  velves  bars  decreased 
very  appreciably.  The  low-grade  aul- 
phtdes probably  represent  a  flrst  pertod 
of  mhrerallxatlon.  Later  a  alight  aoo- 
oad  fracturing  followed  the  ore-xone. 
but  was  etopgai  or  ladsatsd  at  tho  In- 
tersecting dyke  or  fault,  and  ss  a  result 
th*  later  parted  te  richer  mlnorallaatloa 
affected  a  aesoro  la  the  seas  ** tending 
only  aa  far  as  the  Intaraactioa.  Oa  the 
third  level  of  the  War  Eagle  the  Work- 
ings follow  a  faalt-soae  K  with  well- 
marked  walls.  Thai  fa  arsaaad  ay  a 
at  rang  faalt  X  with  a  heave  of  SO  feet.

Referring  to  an  artiele  in  The  C!o|e 
onlnt  of  Munday,  September  IS,  relative 
te  the  ganeala  of  tb*  Crow's  Neet  Pass 
Coal  Co.,  Mr.  F.  B.  Pemherton  has 
written  the  faliewlng  letter,  stating 
that  undue  prominence  waa  given  to  tbe 
late  Colonel  Ha  bar  aa  bains;  tbe  sole 
promoter,  financially  end  otherwise,  of 
the    project:  \ 

"The  advertising  In  the  Victoria 
papers  of  a  hill  to  he  brought  before  the 
LogiaUture  Of  British  Columbia  for  a 
charter  by  the  Qalt  Co.  af  Lothbrldsje, 
for  a  railway  through  th*  Crow'*  Noft 
Pass  end  through  the  Kootonay  district, 
cauaed  Mr.  Parata  (a  tons;  time  resident 
of  Kootonay)  to  see  Col.  Baker,  M.P.P. 
for  Kootonay,  and  enquire  If  Ii*  knew 
anything  of  this  bill.  Col.  Baker  stated 
bs  had  ohsrgs  af  the  bill,  for  the  Oali 
Ca.  Mr.  Pernio  thea  told  him  that  he 
had  knowledge  of  coal  helof  there,  and 
advised  getting  a  company  to  proapeel 
and  arcertaln  the  luantlty  and  quality.

bill  wee  rMchtd  late  today  by  the  Ben- 
ate  and  House  conferee*,  and  the  report 

will  be  presented  to  the  House  an  Hon- 
day.  Levjes  of  approximately  $1,000,- 
000.000  on  war  excess  profits  and  SS4S,- 
000.000  on  Income  were  left  unchanged, 
bat  *  new  system  of  catculatln*  excess 
pronts  waa  adopted.

STIRRJjNG  ADDRESS 

Many  requests  have  been  received 
for  the  publication  verbatim  of  the 
following  speech  made  by  Mr.  John 
Cochrane,  president  of  the  Victoria 
Canadian  Chib,  In  Introducing  Former 
United  States  Ambassador  J.  W.  .Oer- 
ard  at  the  club  luncheon  held  In  the 
Um  press  Hotel  on  Friday,  jm.i  at 
which  Judge  Gerard  was  the  guest  of 
honor. 

Mr.   Cochrane   said: 

"Just  one  month  ago  we  had  the 
pleasure  of  entertaining  two  statesmen 
from  Australia,  one  of  our  sister  na- 
tions within  the  .British  Empire.  Today 
we  are  gratified  to  realise  that  within 
the  Wider  sweeps  of  .our  Anglo-Saxon 
family  circle  we  include  aa  our  guest 
on  this  occasion  one  of'  the  most  dis- 
tinguished of  those  dlplomsts,  the 
records  of  whose  achievements  adorn 
the  pages  of  the  history  of  the  Great 
Republic   to   the  South. 

"To  him  for  nearly  three  years,  as 
ambassador  to  the  most  military  auto- 
cratic court  In  the  world,  was  entrusted 
the    task    of    protecting    the    Interests 


not  only  of  his  own  American  democ- 
racy but  of  our  British  democracy  and 
of  our  Allies  aa  well.  Right  nobly  did 
he  discharge  this   trust.. 

"It  la  not  for  me  at  this  time  to  en- 
ter Into  an  account  of  his  activities 
during  that  period,  but  I  eagerly  take 
this  opportunity  as  president  of  a 
Canadian  club  in  n  Canadian  city  of  ex- 
pressing to  him  a  sentiment  which  I 
am  sure  permeates  all  our  hearts,  a 
sentiment  of  deep  appreciation  of  the 
magnificent  service  which  he  has  ren- 
dered   to   our    Kmpire. 

"In  this  connection  I  am  reminded 
of  an  editorial  comment  In  a  leading 
American  newspaper  at  the  time  when 
the  Mexican  situation  was  at  a  crisis. 
The  editor  made  this  remark,  "Bvery 
time  we  think  of  Mexico  we  thank  God 
for  Canada."  Ladies  and  gentlemen, 
we,  as  Canadians,  can  cordially  recipro- 
cate that  sentiment  and  that  expression 
today  by  saying  "Every  time  we  think 
of  Germany  we  thank  God  for  the 
United    States.' 

"How  does  It  come  that  a  former 
American  ambassador  la  addressing  a 
Canadian  club  In  the  capital  city  of  a 
Canadian  province?  This  gathering  to- 
day    Is     a     product     of     Anglo-Saxon 
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Yob  Wouldn't  Employ

From  that  point  onward 
these  two  streams,  although  composed 
of  the  same  element,  pursue  their  in- 
dividual courses  and  experience  their 
own  varying  vicissitudes.  Sometimes 
through  quiet  reaches,  >  then  over  rapids 
which  would  seem  to  threaten  their 
very  existence,  these  two  streams 
reach  a  point  where  another  common 
obstruction  tends  to  make  their  courses 
converge  until  Anally  they  re-unite,  and 
from  thence  flow  onward  one  mighty 
volume,  to  water,  and  fertilize  the 
plain  and  make  it  a  pleasant  place  for 
human  habitation.  So  with  tha  river 
of  our   Anglo-Saxon  democracy. 

Rudely  rent  asunder  by  the  unjust 
and  short-sighted  policy  of  the  days  of 
Georgs  the  Third,  forced  further  apart 
by  the  unfortunate  war  of  1911,  these 
two  resultant  strains  for  HO  years  have 
each  pursued  its  own  Individual  course. 
The  British  branch  passed  over  the  long 
rapids  of  the  Napoleonic  wars,  the  Cri- 
mean war  and  the  Boer  wars.

This  waa  has- 
tened by  the  common  menace  of  the 
German  dream  of  autocratic  world-dom- 
ination In  August,  1*14,  those  two 
streams  of  Anglo-Saxon  democracy  had 
approached  each  other  so  closely  that 
It  waa  possible  to  see  from  either  one 
the  sympathetic  bosom  of  the  other,  la 
April,  1st 7,  actual  union  took  place. 

"We  stand  today,  ladles  and  gentle- 
men, at  the  confluence  of  those  two 
streams  and  are  beginning  to  appreciate 
the  magnitude  of  their  combined  vol- 
ume. What  of  tha  future?  No  human 
mind  can  predict  what  benefits  the  fu- 
ture holds  for  humanity  whan  the  de- 
mocratic sentiments  of  the  two  great 
Rngllah-apeaklng  nations  of  the  world 
are  united  In  the  cause  of  Justice  and 
liberty. 

"However.  whUe  we  cannot  predict 
the  future  we  can  and  do  with  cratefm 
hearts  recognise  that  fact  whleh  surely 
exists  la  the  present,  namely,  that  the 
democracies  of  Groat  Britain  and  tha 
United  States  are  one  la  their  enppoi  t 
of  high  Meals  which  affect  tha  destiny 
alike  of  the  individual  ami  tha  state. 

"For  the  individual  they  ore  deter- 
mined that  ho.  ■hall  have  tha  right  to 
Ufa.  liberty  and  tha  pursuit  ef  happt- 
nons  and  for  the  state  they  aa«a  mu- 
tually pledge*  their  vast  resources  to 
Insure  that  government  of 
for  the  people,  by  the

FOURTEEN  KILLED

NEW  ORLEANS,  Kept.  »•.— At  least 
14  persons  lost  their  lives  In  the  hurri- 
cane which  swept  the  east  gulf  coast 
yesterday.  Some  of  the  storm-stricken 
area,  notably  Pensacola,  Fla.,  still  waa 
cut  off  from  wire  communication  to- 
night, and  no  report  has  been  received 
as  to  casualties  or  property  damage. 

Nine  fishermen  were  drowned  in  Sis- 
ter Lake  near  Houma,  La.,  and  Ave  per- 
sons were  killed  at  Crestview.  Fla.  That 
the  Government  wireless  plant  at  Pen- 
sacola was  not  demolished  was  evident 
when  the  naval  radio  station  here  got 
Into  communication  with  Pensacola. 

As  the  storm  swept  Inland  over 
southern  Alabama  and  Florida  it  did 
considerable  damage  to  crops.  It  appar- 
ently bad  diminished  greatly  late  to- 
day, and  had  passed  out  over  the  south 
Atlantic  Coast.  Reports  tonight  from 
Blloxl,  Miss.,  stated  that  anxiety  waa 
felt  there  tor  the  safety  of  the  crews  of 
four  schooners  and  a  power  boat  which 
had  not  yet  reported.
